All small Ammals, as Beafts Birds, Filhes,S erpents, Lizards, andother Flefhy Bodies 
_ capable of Corruption, are certainly preferved im Rack,Rum, Bandy, or any other Spirits; but 

where these are not eafily to be had, a ftrong Pickle, or Brine of Sea Water may serve, to every 

Gallon of which, put 3 or 4 Handfulls of Common or Bay Salt, with a Spoonfiel or bvo of Allom 

powderd, Y you have any, and /o_fend them mn Pot, Bottle, Jarr, &c. clofe_ftopt, Cork'd and 

Rofin'd. NB. You may often find in the Stomachs of Sharks, and other great Fi/h, which you catch 

ee divers ferange Animals not eafily to be met with elfewhere, which pray look for, and preserve 

as above. 

As to Yow\s, those that are large, f we cannot have thew Cafes whole, thew Head, Leggs, or Wings 
will be accepnble, but_/maller Birds are cafly sent entire, by putting them in Spiris as above, or f 
you bring them dry, you must take out their Entvals, which ws be/t done by cutting them unde 
thew Wing, and then fiuff them with Ockam or Tow, mixt with Pitch or Tar; and being thorowh- 
ly dried in the Sun, wrap them up clofe, to keep them from Moyfuuure, but in long Voyages, you - 

must Bake them gently, once 1a Month or two, t kill the Vermin which often breed in them.

All large pulpy moist iwi, that are apt tw decay or rot, as Apples,Cherries, Cowcumbers ,Oran - 
ges and fuch lke, must be sent in Spixits or Pickle, as Mangoes, Kc. and to cach Fruit, its desired 

you will prror tye afpryg of us Leaves,and Flowers. 

All Seed and dry Fruit, as Nutts,Pods, Heads ,Hutks, &c. these need no other Care, but to be fent 
_whole,and if you add a Leaf or tro with its Flower it will be the more mstructive,as alfo a piece 
of the Wood, Bark, Root, or Gum of any Tree or Herb that w remarkble jor its Beauty, Smell ,Ufe, 
_ orWVertue. 

In Collecting PLANTS,Pray observe to get that part of etther Tree, or Herb, as hath its 
Flower,Seed, or Fruit on wt; but if neither, then gather ut as it s,and if the Leaves which grow near 
the Root of any Herb, differ from those above, be pleased to get both to Compleat the Specimen; 

these must be put into a Book, 07 Quire of Brown Paper fiitch'd(which you must take with you) 
as foon as gathered, You must now and then fhift these into fresh Books, to prevent either rotting 
themselves or Paper. N.B. All Gulph-Weeds,Sea-Moffes, Coralls ,Corallines,Sea Feathers,Spunges , &c. 
may be put altogether mto any old Box, or Barrel, with the Shrimps ,Prawns, Crabs, Crawhih, &c. 
which you wil often find amongst the Seaweeds ,or on the Shoar with the Shells, which you may 
Place in layers; as we do a®arvel of Colchefter Oysters. All SHELLS may be thus /ent as you find 
them, with or without thew Snails in them, and wherever you meet with different sizes of the fame sort, 
pray gather the farest of all Magnitudes, the Sea thells will be very acceptible, yet the Land, and Frelh- 

water ones, are the most rare and deftrable. In Relation t YNSECTS, as Beetles, Spiders, 

_ Grafshopper, Bees ,Walps, Flies, &. these may be Drowned altogether, as_foon as Caught ra 
hittle wide Mouthd Gla/s, or Vial, half full of Spixits,which you may carry uv your Pocket: But all 
Butterflies ad Moths, as have mealy Wings, whose Colows may be rub'd off, with the Fingers, these 
must be put unto any _fmall Printed Book, as foon as caught, after the same manner you do y Plants. 


- All Metals, Minerals , Ores, Chryftals, Spars, Coloured Earths, Clays, &. to be taker as you find 
them, as also fuch formed Stones,as have any resemblance tw Shells, Corals,Bones, or other parts of 
Amimals, these must be got as mure as you can, the lke w be Observad uz Marbeld Flints, Slates, or oth:

of London, about Richmond, in fwarnis, of a hundred or more 
in aclufter: In the phyfick-garden at Chelfea; on the Phillyreas, 
2. Cantharis minor viridis. Four times {maller than the fhop 
kind, and very flender, Found about Boxhill in May, and near 
Peckham in July; I have alfo met with them at Hampfted Heath, 
in Moufe-ear flowers: 

3. Cantharis minor viridis, crutibis tuberofis. Found with 
the laft, and differs only in having very thick thighs inits hinder 
legs. Perhaps male and female. o Ce 

4. Cantharis minor viridis, apicibtis miniatis. Thicker and 
fhorter than the laft; the fheaths tipt with fcarlets The firft time 
I found this, was at the horfe-ferry againft Twickenham, Jan. 12. 
1696. fince feldom feen. 

5. Cantharis minor rubefcens, dorfo vitidante, Dandridge. 
Sheaths reddifh, except a fmall part next the back and half-way 
the flit greenifh, as are its head and back, but face pale. 

6. Cantharis minor Cupreus. Ofa beautiful copper luftre, and 
feem pounced. Found in the marfhes between Redriff and Dept- 
ford in July. 

7. Cantharis azureus perelegans Gaz. 31. 2. Thefe are of a 
beautiful blue luftre. Found about houfes in June and July. 

8. Cantharis media vulg. nigricans. I caught thefe, May 21. 
1696. in coitu; and the next day they laid buff-coloured eggs in 
a fingle chain or line. Frequent amongft Nettles. 

9. Cantharis minor nigricans. Much lefs than the laft, with 
yellowith thighs, as the other are buff. } 

10. Cantharis media vulg. fulva. This differs from No. 8. in 
being moftly buff; more common. Atongft Nettles in May ahd 
June, when they are very falacious. 

11. Céntharis minot fulva, apicibus nigris. Diftingyifhed from 
the laft in being lefs, and its buff fheaths tipt with black, Appear 
later than the three former. i er 

12. Contharis citrina minor Dandridge. Differs in fhape from 
all the former, in being toundef, and the tips of the fheaths 
more pointed: it is of a fine lemon colour. Mr. Dandridge 
found this on the Moth-Mullein, between Woolwich and Graves 
end, the beginning of June. 

13. Cantharis Ve/poldes cingulis atteuftis pallidis Dandridge.

s- Lifter. tabs mutis, Some of thefe are above 1  inchlong, and 
about half as broad: they are fmooth and blackifh, but edged 
with a dull yellow: thefe have ftriated {pangles on their fore 
feet, (which are accurately exprefled in Mr. Petiver’s Tables :) 
their horns are very flender, long and jointed, accompanied with 
ze pair of thort feelers, ae; 

8. Hydrocantharus major ftriatus, marginibus flavis Gaz. 72. 
8.1. Very like the dat in colour and magnitude; but its fheaths 
deeply furrowed, except the tips, which are fmooth, This is not 
{pangle-footed. _ 

9) Hydrocantharus major Eriatus, yentre nigricante. Dandridge. 

This differs from the lgft, in being a degree lefs, and without 


» yellow lifts crofs,theyfhoulders ; but particularly, in having a 


black fhining belly ; whereas the others are moftly buff. This is 
the only one Mr. Dandridge has as yet feen, who caught it in 
the gravelly water-pits beyond Lflington, ina field. Thefe three 
laft have {mall delts or triangles. : 

10. Hydrocantharus medius levisGaz. 70.3. Hydrocanth, 4 Lift. 
tab. mutis. Refembles No. 7. but much lefs, viz. 4 long, 2 inch 
broad; the fheaths {mecth, but not fo black as the laft: if looked 
through, they are tranfparent, and finely mottled and fpecked with 
black ; its fhoulders and edges yellowifh, as No. 7.and 8. This is 
{pangle-footed, which I obferve is more particular to the fmooth 
ones, as No, 2.and 7. and belongs but to one of the fexes. 

11. Hydrocantharus medius ftriatus Gaz. 70.2. Scarabeus aq. 
minor Aldr. Infe&. 455. fig. 6. edit. Francof. 178. fig. . Of the 
fhape and fize with the laft; bit its fheaths broad, and) deeply 
furrowed, with not above five in each; whereas No. 8. has as 
many more, and thick fet. N.B,. The membranaceous wings of 
all the foregoing are not above a quarter part longer than their 
fheaths or cafes. 

12. Hydrocantharus medius, levis oblongus. This chiefly dif- 
fers from No. 10. in being narrower, longer, and not fpangle- 
footed. 

13. Aydrocantharus minor levis, humero flavefcente, 
half the fize of the laf, with a black {pot in the midit of its yel- 
Jow fhoulder. ’ ; 

14. Hydrocantharus minor turgidus, nigrefcens, umbra fulvef- 
aente. Stcel. ‘Thefe are about the fize of Brackenclocks, but 
fmooth, and ofa blackifh or dirty hue, mixed with fomewhat 
paler lights ; its jointed horns hair-like, and pointed, At Den- 
ham, Bucks. 


! 15. HydrocentParus parvus nigrefcens. Like the laft, but four 
times lefs. Moftof thefe are found in the ponds, ditches, and 
ftanding waters, about town. Mir. Willoughby obferves all water- 
beetles to be very nimble; and when they happen to lie on their 
‘backs, they jump themfelves on their legs by leaping. 


SECT. VI. Scaranam:r Exvasricy, or Swap-Bzerves; be- 
caufe, if you hold their bodies between your fingers, they 
will with their head and fhoulders {nap with that force, that 
you can fcarce hold them: They have alfo fuch.a fpringing

faculty, that, if you lay them on their backs, they will jump 
up divers times, till at laft they fall on their feet. The nae 
ture of thefe is alfo very well defcribed by the accurate Mr. 
Ray, in his Hift. Infect. lately publifhed, p. 78. 13. and by 
the learned Dr. Lifter, in the fame book, p. 387. cap. 3. 

16, Scarabeus Ela/ticus ater nigrefcens. Great Black Snap. 
This is much the largeft I have yet feen in England, being near 
three quarters of an inch long, and anfwerably broad, with blacls 
ftreaked fheaths. 

17. Scarabeus Ela/ticus ater medius. Middling Black Snap.’ 
Much narrower than the laft, yet near as long ; its fhoulders fmooth 
and very fhining ; the fheaths fhine alfo, but not fo bright, being 
ftreaked as the laft. 

18. Scarabeus Ela/ticus Cupreus medius. Small Copper Snap. 
Slender like the laft, but not above half fo big; it is of a dull 
copper luftre. 

1g. Scarabeus Elafticus fuliginofus minor. Small Sooty Snap. 
Being of a dark brown or footy hue, and very {mall, viz. not 
more than the fize of the laft. 

20. Scarabeus Ela/ticus Caftaneus medius, fcapula nigricante. 
Middling Chefnut Snap, with black fhoulders. About the fize of 
No. z. but narrower; its fheaths chefnut and ftreaked; the 
fhoulders black, fmooth, and both fhining. 

21. Scarabeus E/a/?. Caft, medius, fcapula nigricante, mar 
gine fufco. Middling Chefnut Snap, with brown edged fhoulders. 
Very like the laft; but the edges of its fhoulders are of the fame 
colour with the fheaths, and the middle black, 

22..Scarabeus Zla/ficus Caftaneus parvus. Little Chefnut 
Snap, with black fhoulders. Very flender, and three times lefs 
than the lait. 

23. Scarabeus Ela/, major nevofus. Great Freckled Snap, 
About half an inch long, and proportionably broad ; its hair co- 
loured with pale freckles. 

24. Scarabeus L£/a/ticus Marmoratus major Cupreus. Cop- 
perith Marble Snap ; narrower than the laft, but as long; of a 
fhining copperifh luftre, fomewhat marbled. 

25. Scarabeus E/a/ficus medius verficolor. Changeable Velvet 
Marbled Snap; as broad, but fhorter than the laft; it is both 
curious and varioufly marbled, according to the pofition of light. 

N. B. All, or moft of thefe {naps have been obferved in Caine 
Wood, at divers feafons. 


SECT. VII. Curcuriones, or Pipers; from their lon 
{nout, out of which come their horns: thefe are {mooth ind 
flender at fetting on, bending in the middle, and thence 
jointed to the ends, which generally terminate pedtinated, 
as is obvious in one of the largeft of this kind, Gaz. 35. 5. 

26. Curculio major niger, corpore craffiore. Great Black 
Grofs Piper. This is half an inch long, and one quarter thick, 
very black, and lightly pounced. Found in the fpring, about 
Hackney, and in King Harry’s Walk, between Kingfland and 
Newington, and in Cain-Wood. :3 

27. Curculio major, corpore nigrolongiore. Great Black Slen- 
der Piper. It differs from the laft, in being a little lefs and flen- 
derer bodied, with much longer horns. Caught in a lane between 
Woolwich and Eriff, in the beginning of June. ; 

28. Curculio medius niger itriatus. Middling Black Pin-fur- 
rowed Piper. ‘This has fhorter horns, and is lefs than . the laft : 
its furrows are finely pin-holed, if nicely viewed. N.B. Thefe 
three feem to have no {plit in their fheath, fo that I take them to 
be winglefs, “ 

29. Curculio minor rugofus niger. Small, Black, Rugged Pi- 
per. This is more deeply furrowed and pounced than the laft, 
e{pecially if feen through a glafs, which makes it look rough. 
Thefe four laf are of the curious Mr. Dandridge’s obfervation. 

30. Curculio major fubcinereus undatus, Gaz, 24. 4. Cat. 76. 
Dandridge’s Large Waved Piper, G. N. Cat. Angl. 77. This is 
the largeft of this kind yet obferved in England, viz. a fourth 
part longer than No. 26. The ground is grey, marked with 
black: obferved as yet only in the place mentioned Gaz. 

31. Curculio medius, maculis grifeis teffellatis. Steel’s Che- 
quered Piper. It is half an inch long; the head and part of the 
back blackifh, the reft grey, with pale chequer-like {pecks, 
This elegant infect Mr. Steel firft difcovered about Denham-court 
near Uxbridge, with No. 14. : 

32. Curculio fufcus, dorfo quafi cordato, Gaz. 50. g. Cat. 75. 
Dandridge’s Hart Piper, Gaz. 76. This and the next Mr. Dan- 
dridge caught in a height, or {mall ifle, at Henley on the'Thames, 
in Augult.’ 

33. Curculio medius grifeus, ano albente. White-rumped 
Grey Piper. This has a brown lif crofs the midft of the fheath, 
and fomewhat pale near the fhoulders, but whitifh at the tail, as 
the laft. Both thefe of the fame fize. 

34. Curculio parvus ruber, capite nigro. Scarabeolus aureusy 
capite nigro Gaz. 31. 3. Cat. 89. Black-headed Red Piperkin, 
Gaz. 79. The back, fheaths, and thighs red, with head and 
feet black : frequent in Cain-Wood all fummer on hafels, &c. 

35. Curculio perexiguus ruber, roftro pretenui. Briftle-fnouted, 
Red Dwarf Piper. Shape, and colour of its fheaths, fame with 
the laft, but four times lefs; its head much different, and fnout 
very flender and long, Found in the fand-holes near. Woolwich, 

36. Curculio miniatus minimus Gaz. 22. 5. Cat.77. Scara- 
beus.ex toto coccineus Lifter. Ray Hift. Infect. p. 394. tit. 32. 
Scarlet Small Piper. G. N. Catalog. Anglicé 78. Petiver found it 
at Epfom, in company with Dr. Breynius and Dr. Lifter, who had 
long before obferved it in Lincolnfhire, i 
37. Curculio 


“9%. Cureulio parvus fplendidé viridis Gaz. 50. 6. Cat. 72. 
Bright Green Piper G. N. Cat. Angi. 73. Both head and thoul- 
ders of this are elegantly green, and the laft pounced} its fnout 
6f a glorious copper luftre, as are its legs in front; the tail blunt 
or bottle-arfed. 

38. Curculio minor zruginofas vulgaris. Scarabeus minor 
zruginofus Mufei Petiver. 10. fig. Common Verdigreafe Piper. 
Somewhat more than half an inch long, of a fhinizg verdigreafe, 
with an oval tail. ‘Thefe are common amongft nettles, 

39. Curculio parvus fplendidé ztuginofus. Gaz. so. fig. 7. 
Cat. 73. Verdigreafe Piper G. N. Cat. Angl. 74. Same thape, 
but left, and more refplendent. Cain-Wood. 

40. Curculio parvus Eruginofo-cupreus. Verd-Copper, Small 
Piper; like the laft in fize and fhape, highly tinged with a cop- 
per luftre. . 

41. Curculio parvus é ceruleo Chalybeatus. Small Steel Piper. 
Size with 37. flenderer; an elegant iteely blue. Cain-Wood. 

4z. Curculio perexiguus niger. Black Mite Piper. Exactly of 
the fame fhape and fize, but black. 

43. Curculio perexiguus € ceruleo Chalybeatus. Steel Mite 
Piper. Like the laft, but four times lefs. 

44. Curculio rotundus perexiguus grifeus maculatus. Dandr. 
Grey Tare Piper ; being about the fize of a tare, and globular: 
it is wholly grey, except a large black fpot in the midft of its 
back, and a fmaller near the rump; its fnout long and flender. 
Mr. Dandridge found eight on the leaves of Mullein, at Box- 
Hill, zoth of May. ; 

45+ Curculio rotundus perexiguus higrefcens, capite grifeo. 
Dandridge’s Black Tare Piper ; fame fhape as the laft, but a fize 
lefs, with two black fpots, each attended with a couple of white 
{pecks.; body blackifh ; head grey. Found on the Bur-dock near 
the ferry at Batterfey in peafe feafon. 


SECT. VII. Scarapzi Semi-vacinaTi fez STAPHYLINI, 
or Turn-Taixrs. The fheaths fhort, as if cut, and rarely 
cover half the body; run fwift, and if molefted, turn up 
their tails. 

46. Staphylinus maximus niger longifimus. Long, Black Turn- 
Tail. Sraphylinus major totus niger Ray Hitt. Infect. 1og. 1. 
Staphylinus 1 Moffet. 197. fig. 1. 2. Scarabeus majufculus niger, 
forcipibus infeftis Lifter Ray H. Inf. tit. 26. It is about an 
.. inch and quarter long, and a quarter broad; the head, fhoul- 
ders, and fheath, much the fame length; and all three make but 
one half of its length: its bugle-jointed horns are taper. 

47. Staphylinus major brevis niger. Short, Black Turn-Tail. 
Staphylinus Moffet. p. 197. fig. 3. This is fhort in comparifon 
to the laf, viz. not quite aninch, but very near full as broad ; 
otherwife not unlike: pretty common near path-ways. When 
you catch thefe, they are very wafpifh, and throw out, on each 
fide their tail, a white egg-like bladder. 

48. Staphylinus major lucens, vaginis & circulis lanofis.. Woolly- 
fheathed 'Turn-Tail. Its full length three quarters, fome fhorter, 
but one quarter broad; the head and fhoulders of a fhining jet ; 
its belly (except the tip, which is black) of a pale hoary white, 
as is the lower half of its fheaths: their horas are clofe jointed, 
and thickeft towards the ends. 

49. Staphylinus medius niger, vaginis caftaneis. Chefnut- 
fheathed Turn-Tail. The head, back, and naked body black; 
the fheaths chefnut, as are its legs, with horns like the laft. 
~ 50. Staphylinus medius velutinus fufcus. Brown Velvet Turn- 
Tail. Its fhoulders and fheaths velvety and brown, as isits naked 
body ; its head hoary and changeable; a fize lefs than the laft. 
Found in March and April on Hampfted-Heath, in cow-dung, 
with the Bull-comber. 

51. Staphylinus parvus & Chalybeato fuccino cin&us, Small 
Steel and Amber Turn-Tail. This fmall elegant infect is about 
three quarters of an inch Jong; its head, fheaths, and tail, 
fteel ; the reft, viz. its back and four joints of the body, amber. 

52. Forficula vulgaris Gaz. tab, 74. fig. 5. ‘The Ear-Wig. 
Forficula five Auricularia Moffet. 171. ¢. 27. fig. Scarabeus fub- 
rufus cauda furcata Lifter. Ray. H. Inf. 391. tit. 25. Very mif- 
chievous in gardens, particularly to July-flowers, and in the 
winter hide themfelves under the bark of trees, &c. 


CAP. III.—Cimicets, or Bucs. 


Beetles, whofe Wings are partly crufty, the reft tranfparent, the 
firft on the Body, the laft on the Tips: They are of various 
Shapes, and have generally a long Needle-like Snout, which 
they place betwixt their Legs under their Thorax. ; 


1. IMEX maximus Teftudinarius rufus. Great Turtle 
Bug: half an inch long, and two thirds broad: it is 
reddifh, with black fhoulders, and differs from all the 

following in fhape, being more round and turtle-like. Mr. Dan- 
dridge found this in a dry ditch near the Spaniards at Park-Gate, 
between Bifhop’s-Wood and the Heath. 

2. Cimex major ex toto fufcus. Great Brown Bug. Cimex 2. 
Moffet. 174. fig. 3. 4. Wholly brown, with blunt fhoulders; of the 
fame fize with the lalt. 

3. Cimex medius fufcus maculatus. Middling Brown Bug. 
Much paler than the lait, with delt, fides, and horns, {peckled. 

4. Cimex medius rufus maculatus. Middling Brown Bug; a 
fize larger than che laft; the ground reddifh or copper-like, and 
fpeckled. 

5. Cimex major viridis immaculatus. Cimex 1. Moffet. 174. 
fig. 1, 2 Cimex fylveltris viridis Ray Hitt. Infect. p. 53. 3. 
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GreatGreenBug. Wholly gteen: fize of No.2. The four laf 
blunt-fhouldered. 

6. Cimex major viridis cornutus. 
Like the laft, but horn-fhouldered. 

7. Cimex cornutus major fufcus, maculatus. Great Brown 
Horn-Bug, refembles No. 2. in fhape and fize ; but the shoulders 
are horned, and the legs and delta-tip amber-coloured. 

8. Cimex cornutus major, e fufco cinereus, maculatus. Great 
Pale Horn-Bug : fhape and fize with the three laft; its fide-fheaths 
grey; but delt and tip brown, the firft faffron-{potted. . 

g. Cimex cornutus medius cinereus, immaculatus. Middling 
Grey Bug, differs from the laft in being lefs, and its delt unfpot- 
ted. N.B. Vhefe four have blunt black horns. ; 

10. Cimex marginatus fufcus major. Great Brown Welted 
Bug; about half an inch long, of a dead hair colour, the fides 
welted : its wings lifted up difcover the body of a fine orange, and 
above that black. t 

11. Gimex marginatus fufcus, medius. Middling Brown Welted 
Bug: a degree lefs than the iaft, and much of the fame colour. 

12. Gimex fufcus minor, margine angulofo. Small Brown 
Welted Bug: lefs than the laft, and more welted than the two 
laft; its fhoulders much pointed. N. B. Thefe three laft are very 
diitin& from the foregoing, in having their bodies welted, the 
firft joints of their horns thick and ftrong, the next very flender 
and reflex, and tips fomewhat clubbed. Moft of thefe bugs are 
found about Hampfted, as in Cain and Bifhop’s-Wood, &c. 

13. Cimex oblongus nigricans Mu/ce facie. Black Fly-Bug ; 
three quarters of an inch long: it is wholly blackifh, and much of 
the fhape of a fly; the whole wings feeming moftly membranace-

ous: its horns are long-jointed, rather relembling legs. Found’ . 


in the fpring, under a wall beyond Acton. 

14. Cimex oblongus nigricans, margine maculata. Spotted, 
Black I'ly-Bug: fhorter and {maller than the lait; its horns many- 
jointed and mottled with black and white, as are its legs; the tips 
of its wings more impreffed than the laft; its edges or fides tipt 
with yellow. Found very frequently in the flowers of Golden-rod, 
in Cain-Wood. 

15. Cimex oblongus virefcens. Greenifh Bug-Kin G. N. Cat, 
Angl. 64. Cimecoides virefcens Gaz. 50. 10. & C. In length 
about 3 of an inch; of a pale green, with long flender horns; the 
body blackifh. Brompton-Park, Sept. 1696. 

16. Cimex oblongus peranguftus fulvus. Marbled Bug-Kin 
G.N. Cat. Angl. 65.  Cimecoides & rufo flavefcens Gaz. 50. 11. 
Body flender, refembling a tipula; its back and fhoulders black, 
mottled with pale yellow ; the crufty part of its wings buff. 

17. Cimex oblongus venufté maculatus & ftriatus. Gaz. 62. 
fig. 1. Fine-ftreaked Bug-Kin, This is a gaudy infe&; its 
fheaths finely ftreaked with black; the tips and delt buff; its 
horns long-jointed and flender. Found by Mr. Dandridge in the 
{pring, with the next, on the fhrubs in Sir William Hickes’s 
wood near Stratford. 

18. Cimex oblongus, corpore fulvo femivaginatus. Short- 
fheathed Bug-Kin. The body of this is buff {peckled with black ; 
its wines, or rather fheaths, are very fhort, refembling thofe of 
{mall grafs-hoppers: this is groffer bodied than the laft, and may 
be male and female. 

19. Cimex ruber, atro bimaculato Gaz. 62.2. Henbane Bug. 
Cimex fylv. minor corpore angufto oblongo, colore defuper rubro, 
nigris maculis picto Ray Hitt. InfeGtor. p. 55. Cimex miniatu- 
lus, nigris maculis notatus, Hyo/eyamo feré gaudens Lifter. tit. 39. 
Ray, p. 397. This isan elegant fcarlet bug, {potted and marked 
with black. Found on Henbane. 

20. Cimex minor languidus bimaculatus. Double-fpotted Wane- 
Bug. Spotted in the midft of its fheaths like the laft ; but the 
whole body is much lefs, and of a faint wane colour. Found in 
the umbels of Cow-parfnip towards Hornfey. 

21. Cimex minor nigricans, maculis rubris. Red-fpotted 
Black Bug; fmaller than the laft; its legs, horns, and body black; 
except the edges of its wings and tips, which, with its delt, are 
reddifh. : 

22. Cimex parvus € cinereo nigro marmoratus. Small Grey 
Mottled Bug. An elegant little infe&t, marbled with black and 
grey. Found in Cain-Wood, about Auguft. 

23. Cimex parvus niger oblongus. Small Black Bug-Kin; 
more than half an inch long, and wholly black. Found early in 
the {pring, near Park-Gate in Bifhop’s Wood. 

24. Cimex minor rotundus niger. Small Black Bug; pretty 
round and flat, wholly black ; its horns broad-jointed. t 

25. Cimex minor rotundus niger, ano albo. Small Black Bug 
with a white Rump: fame fize and fhape with the laft, and 
wholly black, except its under wings and fheath-tips, which are 
tranfparent. 

26. Cimex minor rotundus niger, biguttulis albis. Small Dou+ 
ble-fpecked Black Bug. Lefs than the lait, and all black, except a 
white fpeck in the midit of each fheath. Mr. Dandridge found 
this early in the fpring, on adry bank near Iflington. ’ 

27. Cimex minor rotundus niger, fignaturis albis, Small 
White-marked Black Bug. A fhining black, marked and {pots 
ted with white, as are fometimes its fhoulders in the middle, as 
well as edges. 

28. Cimex rotundus niger parvus, fignaturis albis. Cimex niger 
noftras albo maculatus Gaz.

SECT. I. Pisces Anapromt, or Sea-Fifh that. come up Rivers 
at certain Seafons. 


I. HE Salmon. Salmo vulgaris. Salanx Grec. Salmo 
Lat. Saulmon Gallic. Minth Hi/p. It is faid to re- 
ceive its name @ Saltande, from leaping ; others, a Sale, it being fo 
frequently pickled: yet many countries call them by different 
names, according to their age or feafon; as, in Switzerland and 
on the Rhine, from the fpring to St. James’s day, they call it 
Salm ; and from thence to St. Andrew’s, the end of November, 
Lachs: In Yorkshire, the firft year they are called a Smelt, Sam- 
let, or Bradlin; the next, Sprods; the third, Morts; the fourth, 
Fork-Tails; and the fifth, Half-Fith, being then half grown, 
though fome come to full growth in lefs time, and are then called 
Salmons, fome of which have been faid to weigh above pounds, 
They copulate belly to belly in frefh rivers, whither they 
come before autumn to fpawn: it is faid they cover their eggs in 
fand, and when hatched they grow incredible in a month’s time, 
and after that they carry them to fea. 

In Gloucefter and Worcefter rivers they are very plenty, lo- 
ving large fwift waters, which ebb and flow: Thames has a fhare 
of them. 

They feed on dew-worms, minnoes, loaches, and other lit- 
tle ifh: his beft ground-bait is a great garden or lob-worm, and 
fometimes oak-worms, dub-flies, cod and clap-baits : he alfo ta- 
keth the artificial fly; but he mutt be large, great-winged, with a 
long tail, refembling the adderbolt or dragon-fly, which he will 
alfo take ; but you muit ufe a trowl, (as for the pike) for being a 
ftrong fifh, he will hazard your line, except you give him length. 
His chiefeft feafon of biting is from May to Augutt, at nine in the~ 
morning and three in the afternoon, in a clear water, and when 
the wind bloweth againit the ftream. Itis a wonderful {weet fith, 
of extraordinary nourifhment, and a great reftorative in confump- 
tions. 

2. The Shad. Alofa, vulgaris ; Alofe, Clupea, vel Triffa, Lat. 
Chiepa, Italis; Clofe, Gallis; at Bourdeaux, Coulec; Laccia, at 
Rome; in Spain, Sadoga; and by the Dutch, Meywi: by the 
Greeks, Thriff a tricon Capitlus, becaufe its bones are {mall like 
haiy, or the beardy awns in wheat and other corn.

~ Yt refembles a herring, but is much broader and larger, viz. 
a cubit long, and four inches broad: between its gills and back- 
fin it has four round black fpots : its feales are large, fall eafily 
off, and are fpeckled about the edges with black.

Thefe come from the fea into the Severn in March and April, 
fat and full of fpawn; but in the month after, return lean and 
fhotten.

Albertus affirms, they are pleafed with the tinkling of {mall 
bells, and are allured into the nets (efpecially in the night) by ty- 
‘ing them to their fides above water ; which Rondeletius alfo con- 
firms; and, if fo, itis an argument fifhes can hear.

Sturio, Julius Cefar Scaliger affirms, is a Gothick word, and 
brought by them into other parts of Europe; which Olaus Wor- 
mius alfo believes, becaufe Stur or Steer fignifies Large in the Da- 
nifh language. A 
* ‘This fifh being rarely caught about London, I fhall therefore 
give you a particular defcription of it.

Willoughby, in his Accurate Hiftory of Fifhes, has given a fhort 
defcription of this very fifh, with fome other particulars relating 
toit, I here briefly tranflate them, that fuch who refide in thofe 
parts, may oblige the publick by clearing this doubt. 

This Zorgoch is of a trout-fhape, has a brown back, with nine 
dark broad {paces on the fides, above the fpotted line, with as 
many others of white between; every where fprinkled with dark 
yellow fpots: the firft ribs of his belly and back-tail fins are of a 
beautiful white. 

In Carnarvonshire it is found in the following lakes, viz. Lan- 
berris, Llin-Umber, Feftiniog, Bettus, and in another near 
Caffageddor in Merionethfhire, where they are fmaller and earlier 
caught, viz. in Oct. and the reft the following months, as Nov. 
Dec. &c. fo that the fecond lake-fifhing commences when the firft 
leaves off. 


They live in fhoals, and are taken in trammel-nets baited with 
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proper food ahd caft into the water, where they leave them whole 
days and nights, for the fith to come voluntary in; which ir is 
faid they will only do at thefe feafons, and not in the fummer ; 
though they then repair to the fhallows, where they come to breed, 
atid are frequently feen bafking on the furface of the lakes. 

6. TheRed Charr. Charra Rubra. So called from the colour 
of its belly at Winander Mere in Weftmoreland, where every win- 
ter they are plentifully taken. ‘The fifhermen there fuppofe thefe 
to be the female of the next; which there is little reafon to believe, 
this being twice as big as it, and differs alfo in having its flefh 
partly white, with pale fpeckles on its back; whereas the other 
has red flefh and black fpecks. 

7. The Gelt or Gilt Charr. Charra alba. Suppofedly fo call- 
ed from its filvery gilt fides and belly: they are more elteemed 
than the laft, and accounted the greater dainty. It is faid they 
frequently float on the top of the water in fummer. 

8. The Guzziard. This is foundin the lake of Bala, in Meri- 
onethfhire in Wales ; as alfo in Hull’s Water, a lake five miles 
from Pereth in Cumberland, where they call it the Schelly. 
SECT. III. Pisces Fruviarizes Laves. Such as live in 
ftanding Pools and Ponds, and have no Scales. 


g. The Bullhead, Cull, or Miller’s-Thumb. Gobio Capitatus ; 
Bot Cremonenfibus; Cop vel Kap Cerinthiis; Grobbe Germ. Gropp 
Helveriis; Keuling, Kulheit, & Kaulheupt, Saxontbus & Mifenis ; 
Mul alicubus; Tholimam Yiideutiais. 

It takes its name from the largenefs of its head, which is very 
big, flat, and broad. 

In length it rarely exceeds fix inches; his mouth largeand round, 
with {mall fily teeth ; little eyes, with golden circles ; a yellowith 
back, with three or four black rows: each. gill-fin has three 
briftly nerves, round and finely notched: about the midit of his bel- 
ly he has twoothers, fomewhat long, fmailand whitifh, with four 
nerves, the firft largeft, the fecond fhorter: between his vent and 
tail is another fin of twelve veins, and twoon his back; that next 
his head fhorteft, with five nerves, generally blackith with a red 
edge: another fin, of feventeen ribs, reaches almoft to the tail. 
At the opening of each gill he has a crooked thorn, which turns 
upwards: his tail round and finned, with eleven or twelve bran- 
chy ribs. The female, when ready to fpawn, is valtly big, and 
carries her eggs in two black bags, refembling dugs. Frequent- 
ly found at the bottom of pebbly rivers, where they commonly 
hide under the ftones. Taken with cadus’s and other water infects ; 
but his principal bait is {mall red worms. It is affirmed that they 
devour one the other. 

10. The Eel. Anguilla vulgaris. Socalled (ab Anguis fmilitu- 
dine) from its likenefs toaSnake. It has been a great controver- 
fy, whether the generation of this animal is equivocal or univo- 
cal; and, though rarely obferved, yet the learned Doctor Charle- 
ton in his Exercitationes proves the lait, and fays, he is fatisfied 
they are viviparous, by feveral diffe&tions he has made; and that 
he once took eleven young ones out of the female’s belly, whofe 
head is lefs, with a tharp fnout; the male’s bigger, with a flat 
one. ‘They are faid to live feven or eight years, and out of wa- 
ter five or fix days ; but not fo long with a fouth wind asa north. 
Their flefh is {weet, and yields great nourifhment. Its fat takes 
away difcolourings in the fkin from blows, &c. cures baldnefs, by 
caufing the hair to grow; and eafes the piles: being dropped into 
the ears, it helps old pains and deafnefs. The livers, with bay- 
berries and myrrh, have been fuccefsfully given to caufe eafy 
labour. 

11. The Eel-Pout, or Burbot. Muftela fluviatilis. This fith 
being rarely met with, but in the arches and eddies of the rivers 
Trent and Tame, we fhall therefore give you here a particular 
defcription of it, viz. From one to twentty iriches long, and from 
the fore-fin on the back to the belly four inches. This was of a 
greenith afh colour, powdered all over with fmailround yellowith 
{pots ; the iris of the eye of a blueifh colour; having two fmall 
cirri, or wattles, iffuing out of the nofe, near the mouth, and one 
larger out of the jaw; and four fins near the gills ; the two fmall- 
er placed foremoft, and the larger hindmof; with a ftrait line 
running from the upper part of the gills to the fetting-on of the 
tail ; having alfo under the belly a fin teaching from the vent al- 
mot to the tail, with another on the back fomewhat longer, and 
a fore-fin preceding it; the tail roundifh, and not at all forked. 
His bait is a well-{coured red-worm, or, what tempts him more, 
a gudgeon. : 

12. Elvers. A fmall fort of Eels, cr Congers, found in the

13. A Stone Grig. So called in Hertfordfhire. Dr. Merret 
feparates this from the next, whofe difference we thould therefore 
gladly compare. 

14. The Ifis Lamperz, becaufe found in that river near Oxford, 
where they call it a, Pride, is thus defcribed: his mouth is cut 
neither perpendicularly downward, nor tranfverfely, but holiowed 
as it were between two cheeks, without an under jaw, after the 
manner of leeches: it has on each fide feven holes, that fupply the 
place of gills; and on the top of itsheadone, not exaéily betwixt 
the eyes, which are very little, but more forward in the extremity 
of the head, near the upper lip. It is freaked from the top of 
its back down to the fmall line on its belly, which reaches from its 
mouth tothe vent. Its tail ends fpear-iike, with a fmall fn near 
it on the back. It moves by a winding impulfe of its body, with- 
out the help of any other fins but thofe on the tail.

HIS celebrated Lady having publifhed two Quarto Volumes 

of the Infeéts, their Changes and Feed, of Germany and 

the Netherlands, (the firft her native country, and the lait her 

refidence) here prefents us with the Hiftory of fuch as fhe found 

and painted in Surinam, with their lively Figures, Changes, and 
the Plants they feed on. 


CAP.I. Lizarps, Frocs, and SERPENTS. 
is Ae Safeguard. Tab. 4. Lacerta marmorea Surinam- 


enfis, Cauda nigris zonis ornata. This is a beautiful 
amphibious Lizard, or {mall Crocodile, of ten or twelve feet long: 
it feeds on fifh, dead carrion, flies, ants, &c. Their eegs, which 
the Indians eat, are as big as thofe of hens: thefe they lay in the 
fand, and are hatched by the fun. This feems to be the Guiney 
Pompom, a harmlefs bugle-tkinned lizard, Gaz. tab. 15. fig. 6. 

2. Surinam Stellio. Tab. 23. Lacerta Surinam. ceerulefcens, 
maculis albis. A harmlefs Lizard; the body blueifh, with white 
fpots, and a broad blue lift along the back from head to tail. 
This laid four whitifh round eggs, which hatched at fea with the 
authorefs in her return home; but the dam and young died for 
want of proper food. 

3. Wing-eared Surinam Frog. Tab. 56. Rana aurita Surinam. 
digitis globofis; from two extended flaps, or ears, placed between 
his head and fhoulders. He is of a dark brown, marbled in f{eve- 
ral parts with green eye-fpots and ftreaks : what is very fingular, 
he hath globular toes inftead of claws, that he may with the more 
eafe walk on the furface of moift mud, &c. Gaz. 150. 12. 

4. Dorfiferous Surinam "Toad. Tab. 59. Bufo Surinam. feetis 
Dorfifer. ‘The female of this ftrange out-of-courfe animal breeds 
its young ones onits back, whereon are many cells, each contain- 
ing an egg: thefe, when ready to fpawn, you may fee creeping 
out, as the figure curioufly reprefents. ‘The body is dark brown, 
their fore feet fingered, but the hinder webbed. Gaz. TGA 2. 

5. Tun-belly Sxake. Tab. 5. Serpens marmorata Surinam. 
ventre tumido ; from the largenefs and fimilitude of that part. It 
is {potted like our Adder or Viper, but with greater variety, and 
finer. It lays foft eggs, as other fnakes, fpotted blue. Gaz. 1SAs10. 

6. Surinam Ribband-Snake. Tab. 46. Serpens Surizam. mar- 
morata rubefcens. ‘The back of this is red, and belly white, but 
both finely marbled. Found at the root of a Jafmine.

7. Whitith Surinam Butterfly. Tab. 58. Papilio Surinam. 3 
flavedine albefcens. Has the face of fome of our common Englifh 
white Butterflies, but yellowifh below, with buff edges and marks; 
fpotted with filver in the midit of each wing. The caterpillar is 
hairy-tufted and briftly, with faffron {pots : it feeds on the Welted 
Bean-tree, and turned into a thread-pendent green coffin June 16. 
and 26th broke into the butterfly, three inches long, viz. between 
the tip of each upper wing, and one anda half broad. G.149. 4, 5. 

8. Surinam Brim/tone-Butterfly. Tab. 51. Papilio Surinam. fla- 
vus. Shape and fize of the lait, but yellow on both fides, without 
any {pots above. ‘The caterpillar of the fame colour, a little 
hairy, armed with five blackthorn-like prickles ; the coffin brown, 
turned June 16. and the 30thit hatched. Gaz. 141. 7, 8. 

g. Pale Cafbew-Eye. ‘Tab.16. Papilio Surinam. pallidus, alis 
inferioribus oculatus. 'The greatelt part is of a yellowith white, 
the felvedge of the lower wings brown and eyed. ‘The leaves of 
the Cafhew-apple is the food of this caterpillar, which is grofs 
and fhort, thick fet with large tufts of white hair, fo long that it 
appears not unlike a fhock dog. Coffin brown, common fhape ;

10. Small Pappaw Butterfly. Tab. 40. Papilio albus minor Su- 
rinam. margine fiavo, maculis fufcis fimbriatus, The midf of this 
fmall butterfly is white, felvedged with yellow and brown {pots on 
the lower.edges. ‘The caterpillar yellowifh, with liver-coloured 
fireaks, and feeds on the Pappaw leaves: it coffined April 6, and 
hatched the zoth. Gaz. 145. 11. S. 12. U. 

11. Golden Butterfly, with Black Guards. Tab. 38. Pagilio 
minor aureus Surinam. limbis nigris. This is yellow in the middle, 
with two halfmoons of the fame colour; the reft black. The 
caterpillar fmall, fmooth and yellow, ftreaked with green: it feeds 
on the Wild Caffada: it coffined May 6. and flew the 2oth; near 
two inches long, and one broad. Gaz. 145. 8. M. g. P. 

12. Blue Surinam Hair-Streak. 'Tab. 13. Papilio medius Suri- 
nam. ce@ruleus, infra Jubpurpureus. A middling butterfly, about 
two inches long, and more than one broad; above wholly blue, 
except a yellow fpot on the inner tip of each lower wing, with two 
white-girdled ftreaks and around yellow {pot in the middle of each 
lower wing, near its edge. The caterpillaris fmall, green, and 
befet with pin-headed hairs, feeding on the Yellow Clufter Plumb 
leaves: its coffin little and brown, remained from April 7. to 20. 
and then changed as above. Gaz. 142. 13. 

13. Grafs Butterfly. Tab. 2. Papilio Surinamenfis, é vire/~ 
cente & nigredine mixtus. An Pap. Jamaic. é fufco lutefcente, fub- 
tus virefcens, &c.. Gaz. 13.1.2? This butterfly, above is equally 
mixed with dark brown and pale verdigreafe ; but below, mottly 
of the laft, with buffifh inlets and fomething of reddifh. ‘The cat- 
terpillar, found on Grafs, was pale green, with a blue head ; its 


fore-legs, twoneck-rings, a fide-ftreak and fpots above, red ; the 
body fomewhat hairy, with two tail-briftles of the fame. Its coffin 
buff, hanging by athread; changed May 10. and 18. broke forth 
the butterily as above, more than four inches long.

The ground of this, above is a mixture of 
blackifh and pale blue, with a white field in the midft of the upper 
wings, which with fome fmaller white marks are feen below, with 
feveral bloody partitions and fpots. The caterpillar feeds on the 
Red Flowered Jafmine; its head yellow, rayed with thorns; the 
body fmooth, greenifh ftreaked with blue, as is its forked tail with 
that and yellow: the coffin yellow, and of the common fhape ;

16. Brown, Grailed, Surinam Admiral. Tab. 32. Papilio Surin.

17. Dark Surinam Admiral. Tab. 36. Papilio Sur. nigrefcens, 
areis albis maculifque flavis. Its ground is very dark, with long 
white alleys; the outer fomewhat fpotted, as are the felvedges of 
the lower wings, with yellow: the upper wings, below are purplith, 
the lower tawny with two yeilow fpots. ‘The caterpillar {mooth, 
large, and marbled with tawny black and white: its coffin thick, 
fhort, fame colours: this changed April 14. the 26th hatched a 
butterfly four inches long, and above one and a half broad.

‘The upper felvedge of this beautiful infeG is very 
narrow and brown, with white {pots ; the reft deep blue with fil- 
ver fhades: it is brown below, with three large eyes in each wing, 
with greenifh waves edged with tawney and white: it is fix inches 
long, and three broad. ‘The caterpillar feeds on a fort of Medlar, 
is yellow ftreaked with red, and each wing befet with ftif prickles: 
its cofin arched with a bow-itring ; otherwife like thofe of the 
common kinds. ‘This and the next appear in January, and hatch 
about a fortnight after they have coffined.

19. White-lifted Atlas. Tab. 60. Papiliomax. Surinam. lined 
alba anguftd notatus. ‘This has a large brown felvedge on the upper 
wing, with a white flant through the middle; all the reft blue: 
underneath it is very finely marbled, and adorned with three eyes, 
viz. one {mall in the upper wing, and twoin the other; the lower 
moft magnificently large. ‘The caterpillars are red, with four blue 
fpots on each fide, from whence arife black hairy brilftles: thefe 
turn into a beautiful fpotted coffin about new-year’s day, and 
about a fortnight after hatch ; are four inches broad, and almoft 
eight long. 

20. Brown-felvedged Atlas. Tab. 9. Papilio max. Surinam. 
margine fufco lunulato. ‘This differs from the laft in being on the 
brown, with white moons initead of the lift: it hath below fix 
middling eyes, with two fmaller in greenith circles ; the reft of the 
ground brown, fhaded with purple, and edged with yellow waves.

The upper wings of 
this are of a fad buff or brown ; the lower blackifh, with a vari- 
able fhade of blue next the body: below, it is elegantly marbled, 
and very remarkable for a large eye in each lower wing near the

2. Caffada Hawk-Moth. Tab. 5. <Accipitrina major Surinam, 
cinerea, corpore maculato. 'The three upper rings of the body, next 
the fhoulder, have on each fide an orange fpot: both wings above 
are finely waved with black and white; and it is feven inches be- 
tween eachtip. The head, feet, andtail, of this caterpillar, are 
red ; the body five inches long, fmooth, large, and black, with 
white girdles ; its tail horned. They are fo great devourers of 
the Caffada, that fome years they caufe a dearth or fcarcity of that 
bread. Thefe, in December, after they have cait their fkin, 
change into a brown {wadled coif coffin, which a month after turns 
into the aforefaid hawkom. Gaz. 140. 8, 19, 20, 21, 22. 

3. Male, or Lefler Hedge-Coral Hawk-Moth. Tad. 11. Acci- 
pitrina major fujca Surin. undata, feu Mas. Gaz. 142. 1. 

4. Female, or Greater Hedge-Coral Hawk-Moth. Tad. 11. 
Accipitrina max. fufca Surin. jeu Foemina. Both thefe are green, 
brown, marbled moths, which hatched a various changing Cater- 
pillar: thefe thrice a year infeft a tree, which the Dutch in Suri- 
nam call Palifaden Boom, or Palifado Tree, making beams, 
boards, and pales of it. Thefe caterpillars are yellow, with black 
rings, armed with fix fpikes. Before thefe have acquired half 
their growth, they change their outer fkin, and become of an 
orange colour, with a black fpot on each iide of every ring, ftill 
retaining their fpikes or thorns; and in a few days they change 
again, and then lofe them; otherwife like thofe in the laft ftate, 
except much larger, viz. four inches long, and proportionably 
thick. Thefe coftined April 14. 1701. and mothed June 12. the 
male fixinches, the other more than fevenlong. G. 141. 13,14, 
155 16,:17, 18, 19. 

5. Greater Marbled Fig Hawk-Moth. Tab. 33. Accipitrina 
Ficoides major Suriz. € fulvo & fufco mixta. The body of this 
is dark brown, as is the ground of its wings; the reft buff. This 
feems the male of the next, and is above five inches long. 

6. Leffer Brown Fig Hawk-Morh. Tab. 33. Accipitrina Fi- 
coides Surin. pene fufca. This has a bufhy tail, as the other was 
pointed ; the wings murray, or dark brown, with very little buff; 
above four inches long. Both thefe came from the fame caterpil- 
lar, which is at firftgreen, ftreaked with yellow, and tail-horned : 
thefe afterwards turn into an orange colour, circled with red, but 
head and tail black ; thick as one’s thumbs, and near fix inches 
long: in this ftate it eats not, but turned into a brown coffin 
March 22. hatched April 12. 

7. Grey, Marbled, Guava Hawk-Moth. Jab. 57. Accipitrina 
media Surinam. cinerea, undis nigris, corpore maculato. Between 
each tip was four inches and a half; the wings grey, finely mar- 
bled ; the body dark, with five round orange fpots on each fide. 
The caterpillar tail-horned, green, with fix pale flants on each 
fide, with an eye-{pot between each ; about five inches long, and 
finger thick: chryfalifed May 20. into a bow-beaked reddith coffin, 
mothed June 14. 

8. Pale, Ya/mine Hawk-Moth. Tad. 46. Accipitrina cinerea 
minor Surin. alis fubtis favefcentibus. ‘This isa grey moth, about 
five inches between each tip: it has an eye-fpot near the middle 
of each upper wing, below moflly yellowith ; thereft grey. The 
caterpillar four inches long, {mooth and green, with black gir- 
dles, and a broad yellow one near the neck ; coffined Febr. 12, 
and mothed March 16. 

g. Orange, Goliah Hawk-Moth. Tad. 52. Accipitrina max. 
Sericifera Surinam. undata, albis quatuor feneftris. This is above 
eight inches long, and three and a half broad in the middle, and 
four and a half on the outer edges: it has a broad waved felvedge ; 
the reft brown, with crooked white freaks, and in the midit of 
each wing a large tranfparent window-pane, refembling lantern 
or Mufcovy glafs. The caterpillar eats the leaves of the China 

Orange 
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Orange; islarge, greenifh with double yellow rings, the firft be- 
fet each with four ftar-like hairy warts. ‘The filk-bag is yellowith, 
and the Srrx fo ftrong, that in Holland it is judged to be better 
than the common. It coffined Febr. 18. and lay till March 11. 
N. B. This, in fhape, fizeand colour, comes near Petiver’s large 
Indian Moth, Gaz. Tab. 8. 17. 148. 1, 2, 3. 

10. Orange-fpotted Hawk-Moth. Tab. 38. Accipitrina longi- 
pennis cinerea Surin. undis nigricantibus. "This is almott feven inches 
long, and not two broad; its upper wings finely waved and 
marked, the lower orange fhouldered, the reit clouded: the body 
has three remarkable orange fpots on each fide. The caterpillar 
feeds on the Spanifh Phyfick-Nut ; is tail-horned, fhort-haired, 
greenifh, with a fcarlet lifton the back, yellow-{potted and flant- 
ftreaked, witha large white one from the horn. It coffined June 
23. hatched Aug. 20. following: its fnout makes a bow or ring 
to the coffin. Gaz. 145.9. O. P. M.N. 

11. Peacock-Creft Haws-Morh. Tab. 42. Accipitrina media 
Surin. cinerea corpore luteis G albis maculis ornata. ‘This is a grey 
waved moth, about four inches long, and one and a half broad ; 
its lower wings broad lifted. The caterpillar horn-tailed, fmooth 
and grey, with white flants and eye-fpecks under them. ‘The cofhn 
fcarlet, and bow-f{nouted like the laft; turned Jan. 22. hatched 
Febr. 16. 

12. Great Sop Hawk-Moth. Tad. 3. Accipitrina major Suri- 
nam. fufca marmorata, corpore maculato. This is a brown moth, 
marbled with black and white, the upper part of the lower wings 
tinged with yellow, the fides of the body fpotted with the fame 
colour: this was eight inches extended, and not above two deep. 
The caterpillar large, fmooth, tail-horned, green with white 
ftreaks: this changed into a coil-fnouted red coffin Aug. 18. hatch- 
ed Sept. 12. Gaz. 140. 8, 9. 

13. Sour-Sop Hawk-Moth. Yad. 14. Accipitrina minor Su- 
rinam. fufca, marmorata, corpore maculato. This is marbled like 
the laft, but much lefs, viz. but four inches long, and one broad : 
the under wings brown, ftreaked with white. ‘The caterpillar 
fmooth, tail-horned, and moftly green: June 22. it turned into; 
a reddifh crook-fnouted coffin, and mothed Aug. 23. Gaz. 142. }

14. Surinam Queen-Hawhk. Tab. 20. Accipitrina permaxima 
Surinam. elegantiffimé undata. Isa very large {pecious wave-mar- 
bled moth, about nine inches long and three broad. The cater- ' 
pillar above five inches long, and proportionably thick, circled 
with broad black and narrow green rings, with a white lift on each 
fide from head to tail, the laft horned, and hair-tufted along the 
back: it fed on the leaves of the Gambodia-tree ; coffined the end 
of April, and was covered with an oval filk-bag as big as a hen’s 
egg, which hatched June 3. Pen, 

15. Surinam Garden Hawk-Moth. Tab. 39. Accipitrina media 
Hortenfis marmorata é Surinam. Its upper wings marbled with 
grey, white and black, juft five inches long. ‘The caterpillar 
four, finely marked with green, black, white and red; neither 
tail-horned, or flanted: about the end of May it fpun or wove a 
filk-bag over its reddifh coffin, and hatched June 20. 

16. Greenith Surinam Vine Hawk-Moth. "Tab. 34. Accipitrina 
Surin. major viridefcens. 'The body and wings of this are moftly 
green, the laft near five inches long: the caterpillar rather more, 
and very thick: it was {welled near the head and tail, witha black 
fpot on the top of the laft, and a white fpeck in the middle, which 
it raifed and fell as often as it breathed. This greedily devoured 
the leaves of the Blue Grape: it cofined Aug. 26. and hatched 
Sept. 25. 

Ue ee Surinam Vine Hawk-Moth. Tab. 47.  Accipitrina 
major cinerea ’ Surinam. ‘This is moftly grey and brown, except 
the fhoulder of each lower wing above, which are partly green. 
This and the next are of the fame fize with the laft; but this, be- 
ing the female, is fomewhat fhorter, and the colours lefs beautiful. 

18. Purple Surinam Vine Hawk-Moth. Yab. 47. Accipitrina 
major purpurascens é Surinam. This, being the male, is painted 
with finer and more vivid colours, viz. purplifh and green, with 
brown intermixed : the coffin of both, much the fame fhape, and 
reddifh colour, asis the caterpillar, and green with four large yel- 
low fpots on each fide, and a long tail-horn: it is fmooth, and 
three inches in length: thefe feed on the leaves of the White 
Grape. Both thefe coffined and hatched at the fame time, viz. 
between the middle of May and 6th of June.

The legs, horns, 
and body black, except a yellow girdle about its waift, and three 
or four more near its tail: that part of its wings next the body is 
fomewhat clouded, the reft tranfparent. ‘The caterpillar thick and 
fhort, its body yellow and black, befet with pencil-like hairy tufts 
of the laft colour: this changed into a filk-bag Auguft 3. and 
broke 15. into the bee.

2. The Streaked Tawny Bee. Tab. 36. Gaz. 145.6. Apis 
minor Surizam. ftriatus fulvus.

This has 
darkifh wings, clouded in the middle ; the lower part of its body 
blueifh ; but the upper part of the legs are red, with {pots of the 
fame about the head and fhoulders. This and the lait hatched 
from filk-bags, whofe grubs fed on the Square-Bean tree. 

5. The Grafs Bee-Fly. Tab. 22. Gaz. 143. 14, 15, 16. 
Mufca Apiformis Surinam. ex atro fulphurea. ‘This black and yel- 
low fly hatches a fmooth red caterpillar, with green and white 
ftreaks ; feeds on Grafs: it turned into a filk-bag Aug. 10. and 
hatched the 24th. 

6. The Common Surinam Wafp. Tab. 54. Gaz. 148.16; 16, 
17. 10, 11, 12,13. Vefpa vulg. Surinam. niger, zonis luteis. 
Thefe are very troublefome to the inhabitants, and commonly 
build in their houfes. 

7. Surinam Wafp-Fly. Tab. 60. Gaz. Mufca bipennis Vefpe 
facie. Thefe refemble our common Englifh forts. N.B. The 
coffin, and its very hairy ftrange large caterpillar, which our 
authorefs fays thefe flies came from, I am of opinion, produces a 
much larger infect. 

8. Buff Wafp. Tab. 1. Vefpa Surinam. fulva. 

9. Brown Walp. Tab. 60. Vefpa fufca, Marybonfe Suriza- 
menfibus dia. Thefe are very vexatious to the inhabitants, abroad 
and at home, as alfo to the cattle: they are hatched from a {mall 
white grub.

broom. They havea peculiar way of quickly conveying themfelves 
from one tree or bough to another, after this manner: The firft 
ant faftens his teeth into the twig of a tree ; the reft cling to one 
another’s tails, after the manner of a chain, and fo long as to 
reach the next tree by the help of a wind, which is there feldom 
wanting. ‘Thefe prey alfo on all infects, but have a peculiar 
enmity to the fpiders, with whom they have often great conflicts : 
they make large cells in the ground, fometimes to the depth of 
eight feet, and large nefts on the branches of trees, with fuch art 


that no weather can offend them: from-thefe they march but once 
a year, and then makea general forage. Their eggs, or rather 
gentles, are much coveted and eaten by the poultry, which fattens 
them beyond oats or barley. 

12. Surinam Harp-Fly. Tab. 49. Lierman Belgis, Cicada 
Surinam. vulgaris facie. The Dutch call this Lierman, becaufe 
the mufick it makes islike that of a harp. It is a fwift yer, and 
dificultto be caught. It has a green body, with along ftiff pro- 
bofcis, or fnout, which it refts under its breaft. This, froma 
flow hexapod, or fix-legged grub, with the like fnout and make 
of body, after it had lain twenty days dormant, hatched. Gaz.

13. Lantern-Cricket, Tad. 49. Lantern-Fly, Muf. Regalis 
Societat.

15. Broad-fhouldered Green Mantis. Tab. 27. Mantis Suri- 
nam. viridis, humeris laté expanfis. Gaz. 151.4. The body of 
this three inches long, and the wings, ftretched, above four: from 
its head to the body it is largely extended on each fide, with a 
membranaceous flap, which, with its wings, &c. are moftly green, 
This hatches acaterpillar-like grub, which turns into a ftraw-like 
f{wadled tail-coffin, which produces a large tun-bodied, winglefs, 
green infect, which perhaps is the other fex to that above. 

16. Great Water-Scorpion. ‘Tab. 56. Scorpio aquatica Surinam. 
maxima alata, G. 149. 10. The body three inches long, and the 
wings extended fix; the under wings tranfparent ; the upper, and 
whole body, brown. ‘This has a large horn in his forehead, and 
each foot ends fingle-tined. 

17. Naked Water-Scorpion. Tab. 56. Scorpio aquat. Surinam. 
maxima impennis. This is fomewhat lefs than the laft, and is 
confined to the water, having no wings; its body fwathed: the 
toes differ from the other, being (as the figure expreffes it) forked, 
Both thefe live on young frogs, &c. Gaz. 150. 1.

18. Urinam Stag-Beetle. Tab. 48. Cervus volans maximus, 

vaginis é fufco & fulvo mixtus. Its horns much refem- 

ble our Englifh kind ; but its feelers are wholly geniculated, the 

angles of its fhoulders fharp-pointed, and the whole body much 

larger: if rightly painted, the fheaths are chefnut and tawny. 
Gaz. 147. 13, 14, 15; 8. 

19. Great Tricolor Surinam Goat-Chaffer. Tab. 28. Capricornus 
maximus é nigro, rubro flavoque eleganter pictus. G. 151. 7. 
This very beautiful beetle is three inches long, exquifitely mar- 
bled with black, red and yellow ; his fore-legs above fix inches ; 
his horns above five, elegantly knot-jointed. N.B. This, if not 
the fame, is of that fpecies, which the Muf. Reg. Soc: Angl. hath 
given a figure of in Tab. 13. Pag. 163. defcribed under the 
American title of Noceonaca. 

20. Greater Reddifh Surinam Goat-Chaffer. Tab. 24. Capri- 
cornus Surinam. major rufefcens. G. 143. 17, 18, 19. Three 
inches long, and deeper coloured than the next. 

21. Leffler Reddifo Surinam Goat-Chaffer. Tab. 24. Capri- 
cornus Surinam. minor rufefcens. Ib. Shorter than the laft by half 
an inch. - Both grubs are pretty large, and whitifh ;- found in 
rotten wood. 

22. Yelloui-/potted Goat-Chaffer. Tab. 24. Capricoruus niger 
Surinam. maculis flavis. Ib. The mite-worm of this feeds on the 
roots of the Prickly Yellow Poppy, and grows into an orange- 
coloured grub, witha black head and tail. Ib. 20. 

23. Great Black Surinam Piper. Tab. 48. Curculio Surinam. 
maximus nigrescens. G. 147. 14, 154 Is one of the largeft of its 
kind, being near three inches long, black and ftreaked. The 
mites of this grow into a large whitifh grub or cofs, which the 
Dutch call Palm-worm, from its feeding on that tree: thefe the 
natives broil and eat, efteeming them as a very great dainty. 

24. Black Batata Comber. Tab. 50. Peinarius Surinam. medius, 
niger. ‘This beetle is about an inch and a half long, with horns 
which end toothed like a comb, as in our Englith chaffers, &c, 
Thefe produce grubs, as the next. Gaz. 147. 18, 19. 

25. Large Golden Saw-Horn. Tab. 50. Gaz. 147. 16, 17. 
Serra-cornu max. Surinam, 3 viridi aureorefvlgens. ‘This isavery 
beautiful beetle, greenifh, with a golden luftre: it is three inches 
long. ‘The horns of this tribe are finely notched on one fide only. 
The grub is large, and fomewhat hairy, and when confined will 
gnaw their way through bafkets, &c. Both thefe feed on the 
Batata root. 

26. American Cock-Roach. Tab. 1. Kakkerlaca Belgis, Blatta 
Surinam. vulgatiffima & exitialis. Gaz. 140. 1.1.1. Aregreedy 
devourers of all {weet things ; much delighted with the fruit of 
the Pine-Apple: very pernicious in houfes, eating clothes, li- 
nen, &c. much refemble, in make and mifchief, thofe on fhip-board. 

27. Black Lady-Cow with a red Back. Tab. 2. Scarabzeolus

the feet and belly covered with a clear thin fkin, fo that it flides 

This turned into a yellowiih filk-bag July 22. and 
hatched Auguit 23. 

29. Surinam Capricorn-Bug. Tab. 21. Cimex Surinam. ma- 
culis rubicundis.’ G. 150. q, 8. The cadus, or worm, of this is 
green; with a yellowifh head, and neftles in a phryganium, or ftraw 
coffin: June ro. it hatched into a brown bug, marked with red 
and white fpots in the midft of each upper wing; its horns knot- 
jointed, like a goat-chatter. mh 

30. Surinam Tine-Claw. Tab. 21. Mafca Surinam. pulchré 
variegata, pedibus chelofis. G. 150. 9. A pretty odd-fhaped fly; 
its two hinder feet not unlike crabs claws ; the upper pair very 
flender and forked, by which it hangs to ftalks, &c. the horns 
fong-jointed and flender. ‘This produces a tufted, fhort-haired, 
dark caterpillar, fpeckled with red and white, which changed into 
a filk-bag the 4th of June, and hatched the rath.

Larger than the 
biggeft Englifh ; buff colour, with eight eyes, and hairy prickled 
legs: it {pins a circular web, like ours, and carries its filk egg-bag 
under its belly. 

33. Silver-backed Surinam Spider. Tab. 18. Araneus Surinam. 
pedibus pilofis, dorfo argenteo. G. 142. Painted with a filver 
back, and white body ; hairy legs: his web like the laft. 

, Fire-Fuiszs. I took feveral in July. I take them to bea 
Glow-Worm Volant; their luftre is placed as in a Glow-Worm. 
Kill the Ay (as IT have done) and you find the /cntilla a {mall 
jelly-like fubfance, which, feparated into atoms, gives ftill, in 
the dark, a luftre proportionable to the magnitude of each atom.

M. Du Verney’s** Discourse on the GENE-~ 
RATION of SNaiLs and Worms, 


In the Royal Academy of Sciences, in Nov. 1708. 
From the Mercure Galant. 


HE variety of this difcourfe could not but pleafe, fince it 
throws the greateft artifts into an agreeable furprife, as he 
explains what relates to the two ordinary kinds of Snails, and what 
has relation to Snails and Worms. Even thofe, to whom thefe 
matters are lefs familiar, will find their imaginations pafs from 
object to object, all very engaging, by the fingularity and novelty 
of the fat; for this fubject, though already handled, is quite 
new in him, on account of the exattnefs of his obfervations, 
very different from thofe. Indeed, the ftru€ture and the ufe of 
thefe parts, ordained for the produ€tion of thefe animals, inclu- 
ding fomething very furprifing in Phyficks and Mechanicks, he 
begins with fhewing that thefe reptiles are hermaphredites, and 
have each the parts of both fexes. 

Befides thefe parts, they have each a fort of fhaft, which in- 
clofes a fting fhaped like the end of a lance, with four wings : 
this they dart mutually one againft another: its ufe cannot be 
certainly determined; but one may fuppofe, that pricking thing 
is to give notice, that that which approaches them is in the ne- 
ceflary difpofition of the fpecies. We fhall only fay, that by the 
obfervation he has made, he has come to a nice determination of 
thofe parts that are proper to the male, and to the female: from 
which he draws feveral confequences favourable to the opinion of

the moderns; as, for inftance, that the eggs of the feniale ate not! 
immediately fecundated at the ovarium and the tube,’ becauie ir 
Snails of both kinds the fecundation is not madé by theans ‘of 
blood and fpirits. He talks alfo, on this occafion, of Earth 
worms, which are not only hermaphrodites, but’ are doubly {oJ 
infomuch that each of thefe infects is twice male and twice female. 

He obferves alfo, that the Grey Garden-Snail,  thofe of thé 
Vine, the Dew-Snail,; and Earth«Worm, joii differently for the 
produGtion of their fpecies; that they almoft always chufe thé 
night for their junction, which differs as to its duration: that of 
the Grey Garden-Snail lafts at Ieaft ten hours; whereas. Vine’ 
Snails and Dew-Snails are joined but a very little while, ia com’ 
parifon of the others. rb 8k 

The fpawn of the Snail is animated before it enters into thé 
utérus $ and the animalcula fhut themfelves tp in an ege, which 
grows in proportion as they advance in the channel Which com? 
pofes that part. Thefe animals lay their eggs by the place wherd 
they were fecundated, which is at the right fide of the neck: 
they generally lay threefcore, and threefcore and ten eges; by at 
amazing artifice. ; 

When the Snail is ready. to lay, it withdraws into forte frefht 
and moift place, and there opens the earth with its fnout, in the 
fame manner as hogs ; fo that the hole is no larger than is necef- 
fary for it to put in its head and neck: and when ‘this hole is’ 2° 
little deep, it makes ufe of its flimy fubftance to throw out the 
earth: This hole refembles an oven; the fides of which are hard, 
either through the animal’s prefling the earth with its head, or its 
fcattering a flime which binds the parts of it together, 9° | > 

It is in this hole that it difpofes of its eges, by ftretching out 
its head and neck: they are often found placed one upoh an- 
other in the form of a loaf, and ftuck together with a fort of glue? 
then it clofes up the mouth of the hole with ‘earth, which ir dit. 
lates with the flimy froth that comes from if; and this it does f 
artfully, that it is very hard to find them. .

have for the generality diftinguifhed moft plants by the number 
of their petals, or flower-leaves, viz. Plante, flore monopetall, 
dipetalo, tripetalo, tetrapetalo, pentapetalo, bexapetalo;: polyperalave, 
(i. e.) Plants having one, two, three, four, five, fix,or more leaves 
in each flower.

But this tribe for the generality has none, and may therefore 
not improperly be termed Herbe lore apetalo, having, inftead: of 
flower-leaves, only a foliaceous calyx filled with faaina, or rather 
(which are more obvious) apices, whofe prolifick farina, falling 
into the matrix of the ftyle, or piffi/lum, makes it fertile. THis 
often happens here in ditferent plants ; and then they are diftind

Of this tribe alfo we have 
not feen above fifteen or fixteen in all Britain: the moit noted are 
Hounds-Tongue, Wild and Vipers Buglofs, Grommel, Cumfrys 
and Myofotis, or Scorpion-Grafs : the more rare are the Wall, the 
Sea, and fmall Wild Buglofs, or German Mad-Wort, with the 
Pulmonaria maculofa, or Buglofs Cowlflip.

Thefe are termed Verticillated Plants, becaufe their flowers are 
fet in Whirls, either in a fpike, or at certain joints or diftances 
round the flalk. 

The flowers of this tribe are monopetalous, but divided into five 
unequal feCtions, which for the moft part are either labiated, 
(i. e. full or blubber lipped) or galeated (hooded). The perian- 
thium, calyx, or hufk, of each flower, is regularly quinquefid (or 
with five equal feGions) which ferves for its feed-velfel, yet al- 
ways keeps open: in the bottom of each are contained four feeds, 
which, in all I have yet obferved, lie level (flat) one with the other. 

This is a very numerous tribe; and moft of them are plants en- 
dued with volatile and fulphureous particles, and confequently of 
very powerful force and virtue: their fmell generally between car- 
minative and aromatick, and commonly perceived only in the 
leaves; flowers and hufks, but moft particularly in the laft, as I 
have very often nicely obferved, and believe this hitherto-negle&ted 
part to be moft prevalent, becaufe I generally find it to be fome- 
what, more orlefs, un&tuous and clammy, and therefore more 
capable of yielding a rich fulphureous oi! than the othct parts, 
even the flower, which, though it has got hitherto the greater 
efteem amongft the inconfiderate, yet only deduces its faint fmell 
from the more powerful one of the calyx, or-hufk. 

For example, if you nicely examine the calyces, hufks, or flower- 
cups, of the Horminun or Clary, ‘you will find them ftrongly en- 
dowed with-a fort of clamminefs, which is no lefs than its rich 
fulphur or eflential oil, and no where elfe to be found fo itronely 
impregnated as in this part; the truth of which you may alfo very 
apparently find, if you pleafe to make a diftillation of the flowers 
and hufks apart. 

The moft noted of this celebrated family, that grow wild with 
us, are the feveral forts of Mint and Thyme, Penny-Royal ; 
Black, White, and Water Horehound ; Orisanum, Wild Clary, 
Nepp, Betony, Self-heal, Bafil, Archangel or Dead Nettle, 
Ground Ivy, Calamint, Ground Pine, Bugle, Woodfage, Scor- 
dium or Water-Germander, and Cardiaca or Mother-Wort. 

N.B. The roots of none of this geaus have any fame in phyfick, 
or are endowed-with that forcible {mell which is to’be found in the 
parts above ground,

By thefe our author means. fuch herbs, whofe fruit when ripe 
have a moift pulp, covered with a thin fkin. 

Such. are the White and Black Bryony, Herb Chriftopher, 
Butchers-Broom, Solomon’s Seal, Lilly of the Valley, Herb Paris, 
Bitter-Sweet, Common and Deadly Nightfhade, Afparagus, Mofs- 
Berries, and Moicatel: to thefe may be added the Ratberry, 
Brambles, Cloud-Berries, and Dwarf Honey-Suckle, or rather 
Suckle-Berry.

This feGtion is part of Tournefort’s Herbz fore Rofaceo. 

Ray, in his improved Method of Plants, divides this tribe under 
the following heads, viz. 

1. Burheads with Tripetalous or Three-leaved Flowers, viz. 
Water-Plantane and Arrow-Head. 

2. Tetrapetalous Burhead, or Tormentil, which differs from 
the Cinquefoils only in having one petal lefs. 

3. Cinquepetals, as Crow-Feet fifteen forts, fix Avens, three 
Strawberries, nine Cinquefoils, and Meadow-Sweet. 

4: Polypetals, or Many=leaved, as Pile-Wort, Flos Adonis or 
Pheafants Eye, and Filiperdula or Drop-Wort. 

5. Naked-flowered Burheads, according to Mr. Ray, are the 

Wood Anemone, Pafque Flower, and Travellers Joy.

This clafs has fo great an affinity with the laft, that indeed 
they ought fearce to be parted. The heads of thefe are not fo 
cluftered, but approaching more, pod-like, and generally ftei- 
lated. 

Of this family are the Common and feveral other Houfeleeks, 
Orpine, Rofe-Wort, Navel-Wort, Black Hellebore or Bears- 
Foot, Marfh Marygold, Ranunculus Globofus or Globe Flower, 
Star-Plantane, and Juncus Floridus or Water Gladiole. :

Thefe are eafily diftinguifhed from others, in having only four 
leaves in each flower. __ : 

Of this tribe are the Wall and Sea Stock-Gillyflower ; Whitlow 
Grafs ; Alliaria, Jack by the Hedge, or Sauce alone ; Sea Cole- 
Worts; Penny, Rock, Swine, and Wild Creffes; divers Cuckow 
Flowers, or Lady-Smocks ; Lepidium, Dittander, or Pepper-Wort; 
Common, Tower, Mithridate, Treacle, White and Wild Muftards ; 
Myagrum, or Gold of Pleafure; Garden, Horfe, and Water Ra- 
dith ; Bafe, Crefs, Scrambling, Sea, Water, and Wild Rockets ; 
Scurvy-Grafs ; Shepherds-Purle ; Sophia Chyrurgorum, or Flix- 
Weed, and Woad. 

N. B. There are of thefe about fixty Englith forts, and near 
fifty of them have a biting muftard-like tafte. 

To thefe Mr. Ray fubjoins the feveral forts of Veronica, or 
Speedwell, as Paul’s Betony, Hen-Bit, and other Falfe Chick- 
Weeds, with three forts of Brook-Lime ; alfo the Baftard, Corn, 


Sea-horned, and Wild Poppy; Celandine, and divers kinds of 


Lyfimachia, as the Rofebay and Codded Willow-Herb, or Loofe- 
Strife. 

Of thefe laft, or Anomalz, are near thirty forts found wild in 
England.

This genus treats of fuch plants whofe flowers are divided into 
Five Leaves, and are fucceeded by a hufk, capfule, or diy feed- 
veffel, like the Dragon-Snouts ; but differ from therm in the fhape 
of the flower, thefe being more or lefs divided into five equal an- 
gles or fections. 

The angular, or lefs-divided, are the Convolvuli, or Bind- 
Weeds ; Gentian, or Fel-Wort ; Campanula, or Bell-Flowers, and 
Hen-Bane. 

The others are very numerous, and may be divided between 
fuch whofe leaves grow oppofite, (as Pinks ; Lychnis, or Cam- 
pions ; Dwarf Ciftus, St. John’s Wort, St. Peter’s Wort, and Tut- 


fan; Pimpernel, Centaury, Yellow Loofe-Strife, various forts of 


Stich-Wort and Chick-Weed) and 

Such whofe leaves grow alternately, or in no fet order; as 
feveral bicapfular Sedums, Sengreens, and Pride-Flowers ; alfo 
Buck-Beans, Cowflips, Flax, Money-Wort, Mullein, Sun-Dew, 
Wood-Sorrel, &c. ‘To thefe may be added the Cranes-Bills ; 
Common, Marfh, and Vervain Mallow; Rampions and Throat- 
Wert. ‘ 


SECT. XV. Six-Peraus. Plante Hexapetale. 


Dr. Morifon, in his Hift. Plantar. Oxonienfis, fe&. 4. p. 229. 
calls thefe Hexapetale tricapfulares; Mr. Ray, Herbe radice Bul- 
bofa, Hift. Pl. p. 1104. Method. 151. auct. 114. Synopf. 163. 
ed. 2. p.228. Dale 352. Suppl. 220.; and Dr. Tournefort, Herbz 
fore Liliaceo, Inftitut. Rei Herbariz, claf.g. p. 343. El. Bot. 285. 

The roots of thefe are generally coated like Onions, or fcaly as 
Lillies ; and for the moft part have grafs, flag, or rufh-like leaves, 
with fix regular petals in a triangular hufk or feed-veffel, as 
Onions, Garlick, Ramfons, Daftodils, Oraithogali or Bethlem Stars, 
Hyacinthi or Hare-Bells, True and Meadow Saffron, &c. Of thefe 
in England we have not as yet found a fcore.

Mr. Ray having placed thefe next to the laft, from fome affinity 
they have to them, we have therefore given them the name of 
Bulb-Kins; and, though fome of them have ftringy roots, yet 
many others have them knobbed, large, and flefhy. What chiefly 
diftinguifhes them above ground is their difform flowers, in oppo- 
fition to the laft: amongft thefe are a great variety of Iris or Flower- 
de-Luces, Orchifes, and others a-kin to them, amounting to 
fomewhat more than forty Englifh fpecies.

Thefe having, like the laft, an irregular or diform flower, and 
many of them either fnouted, hooded or heeled, with undetermi- 
nate feed, inclofed in one or more receptacles, contrary in both 
refpe&ts to the Whirl-Plants, Sect. IX. for thefe reafons, and from 
the generality of the fhape of their flowers, [ have denominated 
them as above, and disjoined them from Mr. Ray’s Herb frudu 
ficco fingulari, flore monopetalo uniformi, Hilt. Plant. 710. Meth. 1 14. 
auct. 84. Synopf. 101. ed. 2. p. 155. becaufe thefe flowers are dif- 
form ; and from the Bulb-Kins, they having a different face. 

Amongf our Englith Dragon-Snouts, we reckon the Toad-Flax, 
Fluellin, and Snap-Dragons; Fig-Wort, Fox-Glove, Butter-Wort; 
Pedicularis, Rattle, Cockscomb, or Loufe-Wort ; Eye-Bright and 
Cow-Wheat ; Bal/umina Lutea, Quick-in-Hand ; Hooded Milfoil, 
and Violets. ‘To thefe fome add Arum, or Wake-Robin; Refeda, 


Bafe Rocket ; Luteola, Wild Woad ; Se/amoides, ot Spanifi Catch 
Fly ; Fumitory and Columbines. 


SECT. XVIII. Pra-Biooms. Piffore. Herbe flore Papilionaceo, 
Seu Leguiminofe, Ray H. Pl. 883. Syn. 127. ed. 2. p. 186. Meth:

Valerius Cordus, that early and accurate botanift, who died 
1544. was the firft I have hitherto read of, that called thefe flow- 
ers Papilionacei forma, becaufe they refemble fome Butterflies when 
they fit with their wings expanded; which Mr. Ray and others 
have fince followed. 

This tribe confifts of fuch herbs as are Scandent, or otherwife. 

The Scandent, or Tendril-twining, are Common and Everlaft- 
ing Peafe ; Chichlings; Aphaca, or Yellow Vetchling; ares, 
Vetches, and Lentils. 

Thofe that climb not, are the Garden and Horfe Beans ; Com- 
mon and Wild Liquorice ; Englifth Orob; Wild Peafe; Crimfon 
Grafs-Vetch ; Kidney, Horfe-Shoe, and Medick Vetch, or Saint- 
Foin, and Birds-Foot. 

The Trifoliate are near twenty forts of Clover-Grafs, befides 
Anonis, Reft-Harrow, or Cammoch ; Medicks and Codded Tre- 
foils. Of thefe Pea-Blooms we have in England about fixty kinds.

Mr. Ray, in his Improved Method of Plants, has added a par- 
ticular one of Graffes, Rufhes, and Cyperoids, which, being one 
of the beft extant, we fhall chiefly follow. 

Corns and Graffes he divides under two general heads, viz. 
either Spiked or Paniculated. 

The Firft are Wheat, Barley, Rye, and their Graffes; Darnel, 
Pannick, Fox and Cats-T ail, with others near of kind. ‘To thefe 
are added the Ramofe-fpiked, as Cocks-Feet, &c. 

The Paniculated are Oats and their Grafles, Reeds, Millets, 
Cow-Quakes, and feveral Meadow-Graffes, that are beft diftin- 
guifhed by their particular defcriptions and figures; of which, if 
a certain reverend and learned perfon, very nice and curious in 
the knowledge and critical diftintion of our own native plants, 
efpecially in thefe and others of the lefs-known tribes, would be 
pleafed to publifh the obfervations he has made, he would highly 
oblige all lovers of plants, and particularly our Engiith botanifts, 

This Seétion confifts of above an hundred feveral Corns and 
Graffes already difcovered within this ifland of Great-Britain ; and 
doubtlefs feveral ftill lie hid. 


SECT. XX. Rusuy Prants. Yuncee Plante. Herbe Gramini- 
Solia, non Culmifere, floreimperfecto, Ray H. Pl. 1291. Syn. 194. 
ed.z. p. 263. Meth. 150. aut. 183. Dale 371. Suppl. 243.

Under this Se&tion are not only ranked the Round-ftalked Ruthes 
and their Graffes, which bear feed in fmall three-cornered or 
round capfules; but alfo the Cyperus’s and Cyperoids, which 
generally bring forth their feed in fcaly or cone-like heads and 
panicles. Both thefe have three-fquare ftalks: the Cyperoids have 
generally a catkin, or farinaceous juli, at the top of each plant. 

Of thefe two plants and the ruihes there are near an hundred 
fevera! varieties in England, excluding the Bur-Reed, Cats-Tail, 
and Calamus, or Sweet-Flag, which by moft botanifts are here 
placed.

This Seétion we throw in as aclafs of irregular or out-of-courfe 
plants, not eafily reducible to the foregoing tribes : thofe Mr. Ray 
takes notice of are the Water Lilly, White Rot, Water Aloes, 
Water Star-Wort, Water Gladiole, and Codded Water-Grafs, 
Pepper-Grafs, Moufe-Tail, Milk-Wort, Dodder, &c. and, though 
fome of thefe, with others not mentioned, might perhaps find 
places above, neverthelefs fuch as you cannot readily reduce, we 
think, may not amifs be placed here, until a more fit clafs be 
found for them. ; 

What remains, Sir, of herbs, are the Submarines, Mufhrooms, 
Moffes, &c. ‘They being very nice tribes, and daily improveable, 


I fhall not here trouble you with them, in hopes they may fee the 


light from an abler hand. 


Mr. Ray’s Method of Trees and SHRUBS. 


HE firft clafs this learned author ftiles Arbores Flore a 
Frudu fejunGo, (i. e.) Trees whofe Flowers and Fruit are 
feparate ; which I believe, upon ftrict examination, may require 
another epithet, efpecially many of them; as, for example, the 
Filbert and Hazle-Nut, the firft of which, as I have often obferyed, 
come from a {mall ftamineous fcarlet ower, as you may perceive 
in the fpring before the leaves fhoot out: thefe have not been taken 
notice of till of late years; for which reafon they then prefumed 
the juli, or catkins, which appear long before them, were the 
flowers ;

flowers; and the fruit not coming in their 
occafion of fisling this tribe as above. 

I take thefe Juliferous trees to be for the mioft part hermaphro- 
ditical, (as fome of the Herbs in Sect. I. pag. 160.) i. e. male and 
female within themfelves; and that thefe catkins contain the fecun- 
dating fubftance in a very fine powder, which, when full ripe, 
you may obferve by fhaking to let fall, ina great quantity, a very 
fine duit or powder: thefe innumerable atoms, the all-wife Crea- 
tor and Difpofer of Nature, (who made nothing in vain) hath 
ftupendoufly contrived in fo great a quantity, that fome of them 
might fall into thefe ftamineous flowers, their proper matrix, the 
wind fruitlefsly difperfing the rett, fo that perhaps not above one 
in ten thoufand may chance to fall in its proper place. 

_ His fecond clafs of this kind are the Coniferous, as the Fir, Pine, 
Alder, and Birch. 

The third are Bacciferous, as Juniper and Yew. 

The fourth Laniferous, or Downy, as Poplars and Willows. 

The fifth are Foliaceous, or Leafy Seed-Veifels, as the Horn- 
Beam; to which may be added the Afh, Elms, and Maple or 
Sycamore. 

His next general divifion of trees are fuch whofe Fruit come in 
the fame place with the Fiower: thefe are fubdivided into Coro- 
nated and Umbilicated, (i. e.) fuch, the remains of whofe ower 
is feen either at the crown or ftalk of the fruit. 

The firit, viz. the Coronated, he begins with the larger fruit, 
and defcends to the lefler ; as from the Crab, Wild Pears, Servife 
or Medlars, Rofe, &c. to the Currants, Whortles or Bill-Berries, 
Wood-Bind, and Ivy. 

The fame method he takes with the Umbilicated Fruit, amongft 
which he ranks the Sloes, Bullies, Cherries, Barberries, or Pep- 
peridges, Alder, Holly, &c. To thefe are added fuch as have a 
dry fruit, as the Bladder-Nut, Box, Lime-Tree, Gale; and to 
thefe Mr. Ray fubjoins the Heaths. 

He concludes with the Papilionaceous, or Pea-Bloom Shrubs, 
which with us are only the different forts of Geni/ffa, as the Broom, 
Dyers-Weed, Furze or Gofs, and Petty-Whin. 

Thus, Sir, havei briefly run through the feveral tribes of Herbs 
and Trees; which perhaps in time may be brought into a better 
method. Inthe interim, I hope you will accept of this, and be- 
lieve me to be, on all cccafions, SIR,

Some Attempts to prove, That Herss of the fame Clafs, or 
Make, generally have the like Virtue, and Tendency to wark 
the fame Effects. In a Difcourfe made to the Royal Scetety, 
by Mr. PeTiver, F. R. 8. No. 255. May 10, 1699. 


Aving been afked what was the beft method to difcover the 

& Virtues of Plants, Ihave found that plants of the fame 
figure or likenefs have generally much the fame virtues and ufe ; 
efpecially if we confider, that the organs or ftruéture of all plants 
of the fame family or clafs mutt have much the fame veffels and 
cuCius’s to confummate that regular formation, and confequently 
the juices circulated and ftrained through them cannot be very 
heterogeneous ; and that commonly, the fcent and taite having 
great affinity, fo of courfe their virtue cannot be very diffonant. 

1. For initance, the Herbe Umbellifere, or tribe of Umbellite- 
‘rous Herbs. ‘Thefe Mr. Ray hath accurately treated of in the gth 
book of his Hift. of Plants, pag. 406. and his Synopfis, p. 63: 
and in his 2d edition, pag. 101. and Dale in his Pharmacologia, 
pag. 202. 

It is the property of thefe herbs to have the pofition of their 
flower-branches proceed from one bafis or centre, which expand 
into an umbel, whofe flowers confilt of five irregular pentapeta- 
lous leaves, from whence their feed are produced, which are naked 
or double, or by their fplitting feem fo. 

This genus I obferve to be generally endowed with a carmina- 
tive tafte and fmell, are powerful expellers of wind, and therefore 
good in all flatulent difeafes, and of great ufe in the colick, &c, 
To inftance a few for example, as Anife, Caraway, Cummin, An- 
gelica, Smallage, Parfley, Lovage, &c. 

Obferve, that the feed of Umbels are moft ufed, as in all thofe 
juft mentioned ; and the roots alfo of fome are no lefs prevalent, 
viz. the Angelica, Fennel, Parfley and Smallage, and the leaves 
of the laft. 

z. Let us now look into another clafs, viz. the Plante Galeate 
and Verticillate, Raii Hitt. Plant. lib. 11. pag. 508. Synopf. 77. 
and Ed. 2.122. The medicinal ones of this tribe are alfo treated 
of in Mr. Dalc’s Manudu&tio ad Materiam Medicam, pag. 230. 
Thefe are a family of plants which bear their flowers in rundels, 
or whirls, at more or lefs diftances round the ftalk, whofe mono- 
petalous flowers (if we may fo call them, being fuch at the bottom) 
are twbulous, contrary to the laft, and are generally divided into 
five unequal fegments, as the Umbels, but with this diftin@ion, 
that the two greater petala, or flower-leaves, in this tribe are fome- 
times above, and other times below ; whereas the others are con- 
ftantly the fame, that ig, always lie in the fame place, being ex- 

_ panded on a flat or plain furface: the flowers of our Verticillated 
Le from the diferent pefition of their petala, are therefore 
diftinguifhed under the Flore Galeate feu Labiate. The calyx, or 
cafe, to the lower or tubulous part of each flower, ferves alfo for 
its feed-veffel, in the bottom of which are contained, in all I have 
yet obferved, four feeds fet clofe together upon a plain, which 
Nature lets fall out when ripe, the hufk being always open, and 
commonly divided into five points, adequate to the fegments of 
each flower. 

Now, as the greateft virtue of the Umbellifercus tribe was fpe- 


places, might give the | 
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cified to lie in the feed, and next to them the roots; there are few 
or none, as I have yet obferved, inthis genus, famous for any ex- 
traordinary virtues or effects in thofe parts ; but the fovereign balm 
of thefe chiefly confifts in their leaves and hufks, rather than the 
flowers ; which latt, efpecially, all authors have hitherto given 
the preference to; as for example, in the flowers of Rofemary, 
Lavender, and Sage, particularly the fir, as the only part from 
which our beft Queen of Hungary’s water is extraéted. I will 
therefore take this occafion to give my reafons for preferring that 
part which by all others has been negleéted, 

I would not be thought to propofe this Ayporhefis for cheapnefs 
for, if my affertion holds good, as I doubt not to prove it, I fear 
they will quickly fell the hutks as dear as the flowers, if they find 
a great vend for them. 

My reafons for giving the preference to the hufks of this tribe, 
before the fowers, are, Becaufe I obferve the calyces are the chief, 
if not the only part on which I find its vifcous or fulphureous par- 
ticles to adhere. ‘This you may very eafily perceive, not only by 
its much ftronger and penetrating fmell, but by the clamminefs of 
this, far beyond the other parts; as is very apparent in the Husxs 
of Sacz and Crary; and, if with {pirit of wine you make a 
diftillation of thefe alone, you will find them much ftronger than 
from a greater quantity of flowers only, which, being of finer and 
more volatile parts, are only capable of retaining what the vici- 
nity of the ftronger and thicker texture, which the calyces are com- 
poted of, can without prejudice eafily communicate to them. 

I look upon the generality of this tribe to be a degree warmer 
than the lait, and their heat confequently to approach nearer to the 
aromate, or fpices, than the carminatives, and the effeéts there- 
fore to be more peculiarly appropriated to fuch nervous difeafes as 
are more intenfe, and the Umdellifere cannot fo quickly reach, 
viz. apoplexies, epilepfies, palfies, &c. in which cafes our Laven- 
der, Rofemary, Sage, Stxchas, and fome others, are fimples 
which all our antient phyficians (in thefe ttubborn difeafes) have 
very much applauded. Yet at the fame time we muf not forget 
the many celebrated effects that are owing to fome others of this 
family, as Mint, Bawm, Penny-Royal, Savory, Thyme, Hy flop, 
Marjoram, Bafil, Origanum, Dittany of Crete, Marum or com- 
mon Maitick-Thyme, with Marum Syriacum, and other, no lefs 
noble herbs of this family, that I have lately received from both 
the Indies ; which I have alfo experienced in fome cafes with very 
good fuccels. 

3. We proceed next to thofe herbs which have a tetranetalou; 
regular flower, (by Regular I mean fuchas have four equal petala 
in each flower). Theie Mr. Ray treats of in his fixteenth Book 
of his Hiitory of Plants, and in his Synopfis Stirpium Britannica- 
rum, pag. 108. and in his 2d edition, p. 164. under the title of 
Herbe Flore tetrapetalo uniformi ; and by Mr. Dale in his Pharma- 
cologia, under the fame charaer, pag. 292, Thefe, in relation 
to their feed-veffels, are fub-divided under two heads, viz. Si/j- 
quofe, vel Capfulate, being fuch as have their feeds contained in 
long or fhort receptacles, as pods or capfules. 

The known herbs of this genws, that are moft commonly ufed 
in phyfick, are, the Sixapi, Raphanus, Eruca, Alliaria, Paronychia 
or Whitlow-Grafs, Sophia Chyrurgorum, Eryfimum, Nafurtium, 
Cochlearia utriujque, with fome others. 

The mot eflential virtue and ufe of the herbs of this clafs, I 
obferve, are more particularly in the leaves and feed, and next 
them the roots; and, if any parts are flighted, it is the flowers 
and pods. 

The leaves are more particularly ufed in the Water and Garden 
Creifes, Sea and Garden Scurvy-Grafs, Hedge-Muftard, Ideris, 
or Sciatica Crefles, Lepidium, feu Piperitis Officiuarum, Cardamine, 
Burfa Paftoris, &c. to which may be added our Cabbage, Cole- 
worts, Savoys, Sprouts, &c. which are of this tribe alfo; and, 
though they are of no great reputation in phyfick, yet for fome 
ages paft they have got no fmall efleem in the kitchen. 

Others of this family, that are more peculiarly eminent for the 
virtue contained in their feed, are the Common Muftard and Rape, 
the Thla/pi Diofcoridis or Treacle-Muftard, thé Bruca or Rocket, 
and Sophia Chyrurgorum or Flix-Weed. The feed of the lat, I 
am informed by a worthy member of this fociety,; hath for fome 
years been ufed, by many in the North of England, for the Srone 
and GraveL, with fuceefs. The like hint, if I miftake not, Sig. 
Paul Boccone gives us in his late Italian book, entitled Mujeo di 
Fiftca. 

We come now tothe Roots; two or three of which have gained 
no fmall repute, as well in diet as phyfick, viz. the Radithes, 
both Garden and Spanifh, (which is the large Black-rooted 3) as 
alfo the Wild or Horfe Radifh; and to thefe the Round and 
Long-rooted Turnep mult be added. 

Moft of this tribe, I find, though hot like the Uméellifere and 
Verticillate, yet exert their power in a much different manner, to 
wit, by a diuretick volatile falt, and are found mott prevalent 
and effectual in chronick difeafes, as the fcurvy, dropfy, gout, 
jaundice, and other ill habits of the body, where the blood is vi- 
tiated rather in its particles than irregular motion, carrying off its 
impurity by a diuretick di/crafs, or difcharge of the offending 
heterogeneous falts therein contained ; and confequently by puri- 
fication, difpofing of it to a better or more fane difpofition. 

Whether thefe conjectures agree with the opinion of fome prac- 
titioners of phyfick, I know not; but I am certain the effects of 
many of thefe herbs, as Water-Creffes, Garden and Sea Scurvy- 
Grafs, with Muftard-feed, and Garden and Horfe-Radifh, which 
are all of this family, are by moft, if not all phyficians, as well 
antient as modern, allowed to be extraordinary diureticks and 
anti-fcorbuticks,

Le Efpa I-hneumones. Here are divers kinds of Wafps, long 
and flender waifted. All thefe make their nefts of dirt, 

‘and are called Dirt-Wafps: fome make their nefts contiguous, 
each adjoining cavity having two or more partitions: others build 
in clamps, one upon another: they fix them againft the wall or 
cieling of a houfe, or any where dry. ‘There are not above two 
belonging to ore of thefe vefparies ; for when they have made 
one cell, and put into it fix or eight live fpiders, they clofe it up, 
to work upon another, leaving them to brood upon their young, 
fomething like that of Ariftotle in his Hift, Animal. lib. 1. ¢. 20. 

‘The young are cafed with a thin tranfparent horny {kin of an 
amber colour: others are in a brown cafe, with a certain number 
of regular protuberances at one end; fome again lie in brown, 
that are fmooth ; and fome, if I miftake not, naked. 

z. We have feveral other coloured Wafps. ‘Two black and 
white, that build their nelts on the {mall branches of trees. Of 
the fmall neft there is a very good figure and defcription in Pifo’s 
Hiit. of Brafil, lib. 5. p. 287. only as it feems to ttand ere, it 
fhould be pendulous: of an oval form, and the fize of a goofe- 
ego. The other is much iarger, and more round: the wafpsalfo 
are fomewhat larger. One I found, in fhape and colour like our 
common Englith Wafp, whofe little neft was half round (like the 
bell of a clock) fixed under the covert of a rotten log: thefe netts 
in colour refemble brown paver; only the laft tends to a brim- 
ftone colour. Here are others brown with purple wings, and fome 
with ftreaks of yellow under their beilies: thefe make their combs 
of the fame matter, but naked without any cover: they choofe 
the fhelter of a houfe, &c. though I have feen them tlicking in 
a bufh. Here are alfo fome philamot, with purple wings; and 
others large, black and yellow, with a mouth like a brieze or 
flout; and one red and black, without wings, whofe iting is very 
long. ‘This laft is a very fingular wafp, and the only one | have 
yet feen without wings; from Virginia, Carolina, and Maryland. 
{ think it may not improperly be called Ve/pa Virginiana impennis, 
ex nigra rubrogue mixta. 

3. Bombylius Teredo. Thefe Bees eat into timber, and there 
make their nefts, ‘This was in the joift of a houfe, fo firm and 
found, that it was very hard entering with a piercer: the hole 
was juit large enough for the bee to creep in at, and went right

June 8. 1766. I took feveral twigs of different trees, on which 
Tfaw Cicada’s darting (as it is called) to lay their eggs in them: 
I put fome in empty phials; in phials with a little water; and 
fome I ftuck in a pot of earth, which I moiftened to keep the twigs 
freth. July 21. the eggs in the twigs in the phial with water 
hatched, as did thofe in the twigs in the pot foon after; but the 
twigs in the empty phial being withered, the eggs perifhed; yet 
I have obferved, that one twig accidentally broke off in the woods, 
if they lie near the ground in the fhade, fo as to continue moilt, 
they hatch; but in thofe expofed to the fun, die. ‘Thefe hatched 
in the phial, ran down the twigs to the water, on which they float- 
ed four and twenty hours, and then died. Thofe that hatched in 
the twigs in the pot, ran down immediately to the earth, and 
entered at the firft opening they could find, which they fearched 
eagerly for, as if already fenfible of danger by being expofed to 
the fun. I obferved, that in the natural way the eggs are ufually 
hatched in fix weeks ; but if, by the luxuriance of the growth of 
the fhoots into which the eggs are darted, the rind of the tree clofes 
and confines them, they will in that fituation remain feveral months, 
till by fome lucky accident they are difengaged; and then they will 
hatch in a few minutes after, and feek their retreat in the earth, 
in the fame manner as thofe hatched in the ufval time, but may 
perifh by being fo imprifoned. 

Viewed through a microfcope, the moment they are hatched 
they appear as perfect as at their lait transformation, when they 
rife out of the earth, put off their fcaly covering, expand their 
wings, difplay their gaudy colours, dart forth their eggs, and 
after a few days exiftence clofe the period of their lives by an eafy 
death. 

The means by which they are enabled to continue their fpecies. 
The females are furnifhed with a bearded dart, with which they 
pierce the tender branches of any tree they light on, without re- 
gard to fituation or fpecies: many therefore perifh by the quick 
growth of the trees in which the eggs are darted; more perhaps 
by being laid in twigs that hang over waters. The dart by which 
the operation is performed coniifts of three parts ; a middle, and 
two fides: the middle is hollow, through which the eggs are dart- 
ed; and the two fides ferve fora covering to defendit: thofe may 
eafily be taken apart by the middle through the grooves of the two 
fides ; and it is by flipping the two fide parts by each other rapidly, 
that they work a kind of a flant hole in the foft twig, till they 
reach the pith, and then injeét twelve eggs into it: then they 
begin another hole clofe by the former, and work till they have 
finifhed two rows each, of twelve or more holes: they remove 
from twig to twig, till they have exhautted their ftore, after which 
they foon expire. 

I have not yet difcovered the full depth to which they defcend : 
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up about two inches in the wood, and then in atranfverfe line at 


leat half a foot on each fide, which feemed to me (as I probed it 
with a knitting-needle) to be twice as wide as the entrance. How 
many bees belonged toit I cannot tell: three there were in, and 
I heard one or two about the door. He

6. Cimices. Wall-Lice. Another of our plagues: where there 
ig not great care taken to deftroy them, they are as numerous in 
our beds, as Cock-Roaches in our kitchens. : 

7. Cicindela Mas. ‘The Fire-Fly. Cicindela Mariana, vaginis 
teneris fufcis marginibus fulvis, Act. Phil. 246. p. 397. 16. ‘This 
is not that great Virginian kind, whofe'head fhines; nor is it 
that {mall one, which Pifo fays the Brafilians call Memoa; or the 
common kind, though much of that fhape and fize. This emits 
its light at two crefcents ; but the whole tail of ours fhines, which 
it contracts and dilates at its pleafure. Its fheath-wings are of a 
dark purple edged with yellow; and fo is its head or helmet. 

8. Cicindela Famina. She Glow-Worm. Is armed, back and 
head, in joint armour, of a deep murray colour, faftened to the 
thorax: the tail made of nine fhelly rings, in the lait of which 
are vilible the two fhining points. Its head is black, fo {mall, 
one cannot, without the help of a glafs, perfectly difcern the 
contexture of it. Its eyes (if it have any) like thofe of a Snail, 
ftand an the tops of two horns. It has fix legs. 

9. The Holy Beetle, in the Tab. Hieroglphica, mentioned by 
Mr. Gregory in his preface. Here are multitudes of them in fum- 
mer. I have often infpected their rolling pellets, yet could not 
find any alteration in the mafs of matter through their motion, 
till I met with one of thefe deferted balls in the centre lay a 
{mall white grub. I fince found, in one of thefe balls, two very 
little young beetles, differing from the old only in fize. 

10. Scarabeeus colore grifeo, fcapulis binis quafi oculis nigris mol= 
litie pubefcentibus notatus. A {mall Beetle, all black. Found 
among rotten wood ; called a Snapper, from the noife it makes 
by thrufting part of its neck into its breaft, and fpringing it 
back again. 


A {mall brown Fly, that ex- 


fome, I have heard, have been found thirty feet deep; Ihave feen 
them ten. 

They do not go a great diftance horizontally ; for they are fel- 
dom found far from the woods, unlefs the ground has been lately 
cleared. It often happens, that in the long period of their topical 
ftate great traéts of land are cleared from trees, and converted in- 
to arable pafture: hence it is no unufual thing to fee them quit 


their cells in thofe plain grounds, and haflen to fomeadjacent fence, © 


to put off their incumbrance and prepare for flight. 

‘This they do in the night, by crawling to fome tree, fence, 
buth, or ftrong grafs. 

It is remarkable, that they differ from: every other infe& in its 
chryfalis ftate: inftead of being confined in a clofe cover to a cer- 
tain fpot till it burfts, they have a cover fitted to their form, in 
which they can travel, and which they cannot quit till they find 
fome folid fubttance to fix their claws in; and then, with an ef- 
fort which requires their utmoft exertion, they burft their cafe, 
which always opens from the fhoulders to the fore part of the head, 
out of which they crawl, leaving it fticking fait behind. Thou- 
fands of thefe cafes may be feen in a morning, adhering to all parts 
of trees; which, being hardened inthe fun, havea fcaly-like fub- 
ftance, which, being inflexible after itis dry, often fo incumbers 
them before they can quit it, that many peri‘h in the attempt. For 
this reafon they chufe the night for the operation, and wait the 
fun’s enlivening influence to ftrengthen their wings, which at firlt 
are white, foft, and moift, but foon affumea dark-brown colour, 
with a firmnefs that enables them to fly, and a tranfparency that 
adds infinite beauty to their appearances. 

It is remarkable, that in every ftate it is eagerly purfued for 
food: in the egg, it is the prey of ants and birds ; in the grub,. 
by hogs, dogs, and all carnivorous animals that can unearth it ; 
and in its moft perfect flate, not only by many beafts and birds, 
but by men; many of the Indians feed {umptuoufly upon them. 

Soon after they arrive at their laft ftate of transformation, they’ 
feek mates to enable them to continue their f{pecies; and in this: 
they are very fingular: the female is furnifhed with a dart, the 
fhaft of which takes its rife below the middle: on the contrary, 
the male projects his dart from behind, and fixes it near the thaft 
of the female, where it remains for many hours, during which 
time they are not to be feparated without laceration. ; 

During the feafon of copulation, from fun-rife to fun-fet, the 
noife they make is fo loud and perpetual, that little elfe can be 
heard in the wood where they abound: and it is doubtful, whe- 
ther during the feafon, or during the whole time. of exiftence in 
this ftate, they eat any thing, only by fucking the dew; for which 
purpofe they feem to be furnifhed with a long tube, extending 
trom their heads flat to their breafts, and terminating between 
their legs, without the power of altering its pofition: other than’ 
the tube, they feem to have none for the purpofe of fubfiftence.
